On the 26th of January 1857, the Master of the Rolls 
submitted to the Treasury a proposal for the publication 
of materials for the History of this Country from the 
Invasion of the Romans to the reign of Henry VIII. 


The Master of the Rolls suggested that these materials 
should be selected for publication under competent 
editors without reference to periodical or chronological 
arrangement, without mutilation or abridgment, prefer- 
ence being given, in the first instance, to such materials 
as were most scarce and valuable. 


He proposed that each chronicle or historical docu- 
ment to be edited should be treated in the same way as 
if the editor were engaged on an Editio Princeps; and 
for this purpose the most correct text should be formed 
from an accurate collation of the best MSS. 


To render the work more generally useful, the Master 
of the Rolls suggested that the editor should give an 
account of the MSS. employed by him, of their age and 
their peculiarities; that he should add to the work a 
brief account of the life and times of the author, and 
any remarks necessary to explain the chronology; but 
no other note or comment was to be allowed, except 
what might be necessary to establish the correctness of 


the text. 
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The works to be published in octavo, separately, as 
they were finished ; the whole responsibility of the task 
resting upon the editors, who were to be chosen by the 
Master of the Rolls with the sanction of the Treasury. 


The Lords of Her Majesty's Treasury, after a careful 
consideration of the subject, expressed their opinion in a 
Treasury Minute, dated February 9, 1857, that the plan 
recommended by the Master of the Rolls “ was well 
calculated for the accomplishment of this important 
national object, in an effectual and satisfactory manner, 
within a reasonable time, and provided proper attention be 
paid to economy, in making the detailed arrangements, 
without unnecessary expense.” 

They expressed their approbation of the proposal that 
each Chronicle and historical document should be edited 
in such a manner as to represent with all possible correct- 
ness the text of each writer, derived from a collation of 
the best MSS., and that no notes should be added, except 
such as were illustrative of the various readings. They 
suggested, however, that the preface to each work should 
contain, in addition to the particulars proposed by the 
Master of the Rolls, a biographical account of the author, 
so far as authentic materials existed for that purpose, 
and an estimate of his historical credibility and value.

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INTRODUCTION,

THE documents comprised in the third volume of 
Litere Cantuarienses cover the space of about a hundred 
and fifty years, during which period the history of the 
monks flowed smoothly on; the Convent received no 
remarkable benefactions, nor was it subjected to any 
great persecutions. It is true that in 1881 an Archbishop 
of Canterbury was murdered; but, except in the few 
Hines by which the vacancy is noted in the Sede Vacante 
register, the records of the Cathedral do not notice the 
event. The fact is, that the blameless Sudbury was 
& purely political victim—that it was as Chancellor and 
not as Archbishop that he incurred the vengeance of 
the Commons — and his death hardly seems to have 
troubled the tranquillity of the Convent. Although 
during this century and a half twelve Priors in succes- 
sion ruled the Convent, their reigns were so uneventful 
that in most cases their names would be unknown, were 
it not that, in the registers, the Cancellarii have duly 
recorded their elections and their deaths, as they occurred, 


in alternate order, during the period. At the beginning p. 112. 


of the 15th century the Infere celebrate the resulis of 
Prior Chillenden's love of building; and towards tke end 
Prior Sellyng appears as an active promoter of a concor- 
dat between the Monastery and their jealous neighbours, 
the Canterbury citizens. Except in these two cases, 
there is no act recorded which could render illustrious 
any of the Johns and Williams whose names appear, at 
the headings of the letters, dignified by the title of 
Prior Ecclesie Christi Cantuariensis; possibly this

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self-effacement, and abstention from political action, 
was, during the troubled 15th century, the result of 
a well-chosen policy, rather than of personal inanity. 

The friendship which existed between Archbishop 
Arundel and the Chapter of his cathedral church caused 
him to write two confidential letters to them, but 
although they, without doubt, sympathised with him in 
his troubles, they were not called upon to act as his 
champions, and in putting his letters upon record by 
copying them into their register, they showed the writer 
all the respect which he looked for. 

Before Arundel's disgrace with Richard II., he required 
the Prior to cause processions to be made and prayers 
to be offered for the success of the King's expedition to 
Ireland ; but, as it is probable that the Head of every 
religious House in England was ordered by his Bishop 
to do the same, no specially fervent loyalty can be 
inferred from the issuing of this mandate ; but when in 
a letter of 1396 the Archbishop and the Prior uncon- 
ditionally place both their personal services and all their 
worldly possessions at the King's disposal, if subsequent 
history did not contradict the supposition, it might be 
believed that the offer was made in a spirit of self- 
sacrificing devotion to the King's cause. Richard grace- 
fully thanks the Churchmen for their offer, but there is 
no evidence existing to show that he availed himself 
ef it, and the exile of the Archbishop in the next year 
of course annulled his promise. During his banishment 
the Archbishop wrote a letter from the “Earthly Para- 
dise near Florence” in a style which implied that he 
was on terms of confidential intimacy with the Prior ; 
but, although there is a suggestion of a hope of better 
times to come, the exact drift of the letter is, probably 
purposely, obscured by the verbose phrases, by which 
the writer conceals, rather than expresses, his meaning. 

In the narrative part of that letter, in which Archbishop 
Arundel reports that he has escaped a trap laid for him 
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by the nobles who rebelled against Henry IV., in the 
first year of his reign, his story is clear and distinct; 
but farther on when, trusting to the ability of his 
eorrespondent to read between the lines, he writes as 
it were in cypher, he becomes unintelligible to modern 
readers. It is more than probable that the Archbishop 
exaggerated the guilt of his nephew, whom he charges 
with attempted sacrilege and quasi-parricide; for in 
going, as he says he did, from Croydon to the King at 
Windsor, he would pass Kingston, which at the time 
was in possession of the rebel forces, in which case 
his danger would have been great enough, without 
the additional treachery of an ambuscade especially 
contrived, as the writer insinuates, by the Earl of 
Kent to entrap him. The circumstances by which 
the Archbishop was endangered were shortly these. 
The Earls of Huntingdon, Kent, and Salisbury, parti- 
zans of the dethroned Richard, invited the King to 
a tournament at Oxford on 3rd January, intending 
to treasonably assassinate him; but he, being’ warned, 
fled from Windsor to London, where his party was pre- 
dominant, whereupon the conspirators on the next day, 
4th January, made a dash at Windsor Castle, which 
they captured. On this same day the Archbishop, 
believing that the King was still at Windsor, set out 
from his palace at Croydon to join him, and on the way 
approached Kingston-on-Thames, where he had pre- 
pared to pass the night, but finding the place in the 
hands of rebel soldiers he turned aside and escaped 
without being recognized. In all this, and whatever 
else the letter contains, there is nothing except the 
Archbishop’s denunciation of the ' parricide" to con- 
nect the Earl of Kent with the occurrence; nor does it 
appear that he had any notice of his uncle’s journey. 
The uncle's savage rejoicing over the Ear.’s death at 
Cirencester would lead one to think that there was no 
more love on the side of the uncle than the latter asserts

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there was on the part of the nephew. The Sancta Rus- 
tweitas—the rural levy hastily called up by the mayor 
of Cirencester, by which the Earls were captured and 
killed—is not easily translated in a serious or dignified 
form, and seems to be about equivalent to “The 
Blessed Mob,” & not unimportant political factor. 

A letter, addressed from the Convent to Archbishop 
Chicheley, shows that he was in attendance upon the 
King towards the end of his campaign in France in 1419 ; 
after which there is in the letters no reference to 
politics, until, in 1435, the Chapter are required to make 
intercession for the success of the negotiations, by which 
it was hoped that the ambassadors, assembled at Arras, 
might be able to establish a lasting peace between 
England and France. In the exordium of his letter, 
Archbishop Chicheley bemoans the desolating war, which, 
for twenty years, had drained England and ravaged 
France, apparently forgetting that in order to divert the 
young King from mischievous innovations he had him- 
self given a more than. passive approval to the first 
invasion. The Congress of Arras bore no good fruit, as 
far as England and France were concerned, and the war 
went on as before. The French historian reports:

&ucune concorde avec les Francois, etc. 


In 1443, whilst & congress was discussing the project 
of a truce at Tours, Charles VII. courteously assisted 
the journey of Margaret of Anjou, whom Suffolk was 
escorting to England through territory held by the 
King of France. It is not easy to guess, why, when so 
many more important historical events were passed over, 
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this comparatively trifling letter should have been copied 
into the records of the Convent. 

This remark does not apply to the two proclamations P. 305. 
of pardon offered to the followers of Jack Cade; for the 
bulk of his men being the * Commons of Kent," many 
of the tenants and villeins of the Monastery must have 
been involved in the rebellion, and therefore the ques- 
tion of a general amnesty must have been one of great 
interest to the Chapter, who were owners of so many 
Kentish manors. 

The last document by which any considerable event 
in the history of the kingdom is illustrated in these 
letters, is a remarkable speech addressed on behalf of p.274. 
the Crown to a Parliament, assembled under William 
Alyngton, the Speaker. In the register, where it is 
entered among documents of 1474, this speech has no 
title or date attached to it; but internal evidence leads 
to the conclusion that it refers to that invasion of 
France which Edward IV. in person undertook in 14765, 
and which led to the treaty of Piequigny, by which & 
seven years truce was agreed upon between England and 
France. 

For some years before, Edward had been contriving 
an alliance with the Dukes of Burgundy and Brittany, 
with a view to the humiliation, if not the annihilation, 
of Louis XL, and at the time of the delivery of the 
speech here printed, the alliance, as the orator declared, 
had taken a definite form. 

The treaty by which the Duke of Burgundy formally Comines, 
bound himself to the enterprise was dated 25th July {"” IV. 
1474, but a general understanding between the Powers 
had been previously arrived at, and only the English 
constitutional forms delayed the execution of their pro- 
jects by the allies.

Quand lest Estais sont assemblez, il declaro son intention, 
et demande aide sur ses sujets, car il ne leve nuls aids in 
Angleterre si ce n’est pas pour passer en France ou aller en 
Ecosse, ou autres faits semblablea . . . . . Et est bien 
une pratique que ces Reys d'Angleterre font quand ils veu- 
lent amasser argent, que faire semblant d'aller en Ecosse ou 
en France, et faire armées: et pour lever grand argent, ils 
font un payement de trois mois, et puis rompent leur armée, 
eb s'en retournent a l'hostel, et ils ont receu l'argent pour un 
an. Et ce Roy Edouard estoit bien plein de cette pratique, 
et souvent le fit.” 


By the treaty the King of France was declared to be 
a public enemy; it was proposed te recognize Edward 
as King of France; whilst many important advantages 
were promised to the Duke of Burgundy, who moreover 
proposed to assume the position of an independent 
sovereign. | 

An examination of the Rolls of Parliament proves 
quite clearly, that the grant by which the King was 
enabled to raise his army, was passed in the House of 
Commons on the 18th July 1474, and that it was the 
response made by the Parliament to the speech here 
printed, which was delivered a month before. 

The Parliament first assembled on 20 January 1474, 
on Ist February it was prorogued to 9th May and then 
sat until 28th May, adjourned to 6th June, sat until 
July 18th, when the grant was passed, adjourned to 23rd 
January 1475, and, after sitting until 14th March, it was 
dissolved ; having endured longer than any Parliament 
up to the date. 

In the Roll is the 


‘* Memorandum, quod Communes Regni Anglis, in praesenti 
Parliamento existentes, et coram Domino Rege in pleno Par- 
lamento predicto, decimo octavo die Julii dicto anno quarto- 
decimo, comparentes, per Willelmum Alyngton Prolocutorem 
suum declarabant, qualiter ipsi, de avisamento et assensu do- 
minorum spiritualium et temporalium in eodem parliamento 
existentium, ad Dei honorem et dicti Domini Regis assisten- 
tiam, pro celeri atque necessaria dicii regni Anglie, sub-

Hereupon follows the schedule containing the many 
conditions, limitations, and exceptions imposed upon the 
King as conditions for the passing of the grant; after 
which follows a long declaration in English, exhorting 
and admonishing the King; and especially remarkable 
because it repeats many of the quaint phrases and un- 
usual verbal combinations which occur in the speech 
under consideration: for example : 


'* Ye verily then entendyng, at dyvers tymes, by the meuth ef 
youre Chauncellors for the tyme beyng, hath to us be declared 
and shewed, that ye, of youre pryncly and knyghtly corage, in 
youre owne persone, with all diligence te youre Highnes possible, 
all bodily ease leide aparte, wolde resiste the said confident 
malice of youre and owre said enemyes, in settyng outward a 
myghte arme, hable, by the help of Ged, to resiste and subdue 
the same enemyes, 89 that your said Highnes myght of us have 
lovyng assistance, etc." | 


Here it will be seen in several cases the very words of 
the speech are reflected; and, in continuation, the decla- 
ration goes on to explain how the Chancellor during the 
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session beginning on the sixth of June had explained the 
King’s intentions and asked for a subsidy : 

**. 4 . Frothe which twentieth day of January, this present 
Parliament, by dyvera prorogations, hath be contynued unto 
ihe sixth day of June the fourteenth yere of yowre noble 
reign: atte which day and sithen, by the mouth of yowre 
Chauncellor of Englond, it hath be opened and shewed to us 
youre said Comens in this present Parliament, that youre 
knyghtly corage entended, and entendith, to hold the eaid viage 
roiall in youre ewne roiall persone, in as goodly hast as shall 
pleas God.” 

Here again it appears that the person who made the 
appeal to the Parliament for the grant was the Chancellor 
of England, and that in the granting of the application 
the Commons used the same forms of words as are found 
in the speech which is copied in the Canterbury register. 
It may, therefore, be safely concluded that this speech. 
is an authentic transcript of that which the Chancellor 
pronounced on the sixth of June 1474; nor is there any 
diffieulty in explaining the occurrence of a copy at 
Canterbury. The Chancellor was Thomas Rotherham, 
first, Bishop of Rochester, then, and at the time when the 
speech was made, Bishop of Lincoln, and finally, Arch- 
bishop of York. He appears, from the registers of Christ 
Chureh, to have been a legal adviser of the Convent for 
many years before be became a Bishop, and in 1465, 
nine years before he delivered the oration in question, 
the Chapter showed their appreciation of his merite by 
electing him, together with Alice Rotherham his mother, 
to full confraternity with their society. Hence as an 
ex-counsel of the Monastery, as Bishop of the adjoiniug 
diocese which was always intimately associated with 
that of Canterbury, and as an adopted brother of the 
Chapter, it may readily be believed that the Chancellor 
was a personal friend of the Prior, to whom he was 
likely to present a copy of his great speech, even pos- 
sibly his own draft; which the Prior would be laudably 
proud to enrol in his register. 
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The expedition commanded by Edward himself, in 
fulfilment of his promise to the Commons, landed at 
Calais in June 1475, the ships for its transport being 
furnished by the Duke of Burgundy, who, however, 
crippled by the unsuccessful siege of Nuys, was unabled 
to furnish any land force. From the outset Louis showed 
. himself inclined to treat rather than to fight; he sent 
liberal presents of food and wine to the enemy’s camp, 
and he even compromised, if he did not corrupt, by ex- 
travagant presents the very herald who carried Edward’s 
defiance. Very soon a meeting between the Kings was 
arranged, which took place in the middle of the bridge 
of Picquigny, and a treaty was made, by which peace 
for seven years was promised, and a large indemnity, 
with an annuity, assigned to Edward sent him home 
rejoicing to England. 

In the introduction to the first volume of these Letters, The Wine 
the history of the Wine of St. Thomas—the hundred ost. 
muys given yearly by Louis VIL, to the Convent of 
Christ Church — was brought down to the end of the 14th 
century. It was there shown that in times of peace the 
Convent was able to collect and sell its wine at Triel and 
Poissy, but that when France and England were at war 
the delivery of the wine ceased; the last occasion upon 
which an attempt was made to obtain it being in 1367, 
when there was a prospect of a rupture of the seven 
years of peace which followed the treaty of Bretigny. 

In the present volume no allusion is made to the wine 
until the year 1419. It is probable that during the 
reigns of Richard II. and Henry IV. it was duly re- 
ceived, but that the payment came to an end with the 
invasion of France by Henry V. Four years after the 
battle of Agincourt when Henry had captured Rouen, 
the King's party with John Duke of Burgundy on the 
one hand, and the opponent party of the Dauphin on 
the other, were both tentatively approaching the matter 
of an alliance with the English King. A preference was 
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given to the former, and according to Monstrelet: 
*" environ la mi-Avril les ambassadeurs du Roi d'Angle- 
“ terre, qui naguere avoient été a Provins, retournerent 
" devers le Roi de France et le Duc de Bourgogne en la 
* Ville de Troyes en Champagne. Auquel lieu fut tant 
* traité entre les deux parties q'une tréve fut faite entre 
“ les deux rois, certaine espace de temps.” This truce 
led to a meeting at Meulan on the Seine, and there a 
firm alliance between the Kings was agreed upon. At 
this time Archbishop Chicheley was in the King's train 
and acted the part of a watchful friend towards the 
Canterbury Chapter; for even before the end of March, 
in anticipation of a resumption of the delivery of the 
wine in case of the establishment of friendly relations 
between the Kings, they sent over one of the most digni- 
fied of their monks, who was empowered to receive and 
deal with it. lt is probable that their suit was success- 
ful, for at the end of 1420 they sent a letter of thanks 
to the Archbishop, acknowledging his zeal in this matter 
among others. | 

It may naturally be supposed that when the Dauphin 
whose friendship the English had rejected became 
King, as Charles VIL, the gift of wine was suspended, 
and accordingly nothing more is heard of it until the 
year 1444, when the truce which preceded the mar- 
riage of Henry VI. to Margaret of Anjou again gave 
the Chapter an excuse for soliciting the French King. 
On this occasion they approached him through his 
cousin the Duke of Orleans, possibly founding their 
hopes on the goodwill expressed by Charles in the 
letter to Henry here printed, but, as the truce between 
the countries was of short duration, it is likely that 
no good result followed the solicitation. 

The year 1477 was remarkable in the history of the 


'" Wine of St. Thomas; in the first place, because the 


records of the Monastery contain at that date more 
information on the subject than at any other, and 
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secondly, because Louis XI, being evidently anxious to 
conciliate the English who two years before had read 
him & severe lesson, not only renewed the ancient grant 
of his ancestor, but, seeing that the vineyards of the 
North of France were so wasted by wars that they had 
ceased to produce wine of any sort, he directed the 
Steward of his Household to collect that which he gave 
to the Canterbury Convent from the Bordelais and 
Gascony; so that instead of the acerb beverage of 
Poissy, the monks obtained Sauterme and Claret of 
such good quality, that they at once, for the first time 
in their history, brought it over to their own cellar in 
England; instead of selling it in France as they used 
to sell the inferior wine of Poissy. 

The Charter by which Louis confirmed the above- 
mentioned grant is dated from “ Arras, le xiiije Jour de 
Avril Lan de grace Mil cccc soixante dixhuit," and 
contains the following clause . . . “par ce que es 
" lieux sur lesquelz lesdits cent muys de vin leur 
* furent constitues et assignez sont de present en friche 
“ et ruyne, et nya en la pluspart diceux aucune vigne 
". . . Pourquoi nous, lea choses dessusdits consideres, 
“ et la grant, singulier, parfait, et entiere devocion que 
* nous avons tousjours eue, et eneore avons, audit glorieux 
* Martir et amy de Dieu Monseigneur Saint Thomas de 
“ Quanturbery, a iceulx Prieur et religieux dudit Con- 
“ vent avons octroye et octroyons, de grace especial, par 
“ ces presentes, que doresenavant ilz aient et prengnent 
*" en nos pais de Bourdelois et Gascongne, par chacun an, 
“en la saison de vendengée, et selon le commun pris 
* ladite quantite de cent muys de vin, a ladite mesure 
" de Paris; qui sont estimez valloir les trois muys deux 
" pipes; dont les deux pipes font ung tonneau. Et que 
* icellui vin ilz puissent faire conduire et emmener, 
" franchement et quietement de tous droiz de traicte et 
“ autre subcides, tant nouveaulx que enciens, que avons 
* acostumé prendre et lever sur les vins chargez en 
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* jeeux pais.’ It might almost seem from the phrase 
* gelon le commun pris” that the only privilege granted 
to the Chapter was, that they might buy their wines 
at the market price; but in that case the gratitude 
expressed to the King by Prior Selling would have been 
out of proportion to the favour; moreover, Selling’s suc- 
cessor, in a petition to-Charles VIIL, states that the 
Convent had enjoyed the King’s alms “ nonnulos annos, 
* in commodum nostrum, non mediocre.” 

Letters in this volume give a minute account of the 
King's benevolence ; of the deteils of the importation of 
the wine; and also confess the obligation of the Chapter 
to Dr. Langton who, whilst acting as ambassador for 
Edward IV. at the Court of Tours, was also an active 
and successful advocate for the Monastery. The wine 
on this occasion being of choice quality, the Convent 
caused it to be sent to England, where its arrival was 
watched for with much interest not unmixed with 
anxiety. There is a good deal of correspondence on 
this matter jn the Camden Society’s volume of “Christ 
Church Letters,” which, having been there printed, is 
not here reproduced, since the book is accessible to 
all to whom the subject is interesting. One of those 
letters addressed by Prior Sellyng to Louis XI, the 
existing Draft being written by the Prior’s own hand, 
announces to him that the Chapter, in gratitude for 
his generosity, have elected him to the fullest con- 
fraternity with their Convent, not only granting to him 
all the benefits which can for ever result from the supere- 
rogatory prayers of the brethren, but also promising, as a 
special grace, that : “ nomen serenitatis vestre, quibusdam 
* brevibus inscriptum, per nuntium nostrum ad universa 
* monasteria seu loca religiosa regni Angliz destinabi- 
* mus, ut, juxt& consuetudinem hactenus inter nos, alii 
“ religiosi nos in hac parte suis orationibus adjuvent. " 
This form of repayment was exactly suited to the King's 
religious temperament, which is illustrated by a sentence 
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in another of the letters printed by the Camden Society, 

in which the writer reports : * Also Ser, ther ys a man of 

* hys (the Frenssh bysshop) that bare yowr letters, and Ch. Ch. 
* & copy of yower patent unto the Kyng of Fraunce, say. 
* sayde unto me, that the Kyng of Fraunce askyd 

“ wheder that he had any tokyn of Seynt Thomas 

“ delyveryd hym fro your [Lordship’s wis]dome, made 
“as he mygth wer hit on hys hatt in worsshyppyng 

* of Seynt Thomas, the which wer to hym a gret 

* p[leasure]" That this wearing of saints in his hat- 
band was a recognized peculiarity of the King’s, is shown 

by the mention of the habit in Sir Walter Seott's Quen- 

tin Durward. The editor has not been able to trace in 

the French historians of the date any allusion to his 
adoration of the saints so worn as if by way of orna- 
ment, but this letter proves that the great writer of 
historical fiction was keeping within the bounds of 
fact, even if his description wore entirely the offspring 

of his imagination. 

The subject of the wine makes its next.appearance 
in the records in several draft petitions, which, although 
they are undated, must have been drawn up between 
1493 and 1498, during which period Prior Goldstone IT. 
who composed them, and Charles VIII. to whom they 
were addressed, were contemporaries. One example of 
these, written by the Prior's own hand, after reciting oon Ant. 
the original charter of Louis VIJ. and subsequent fre- 
quent renewals of the same, goes on to remind Charles 
of his father’s modification of the “ elemosyna," who he 
writes: “ex sua munificencis abundancia, in civitate 
“ opulentissima Burdegalensi quotannis recipiendam (ele- 
“ mosynam) esse ex summa largitate amplitudineque regia 
“ (ut prineepem deceret munificentissimum) gratiocis- 
“ gime concedere dignum duxerat. Quam nonnullos 
* annos, in commodum nostrum non mediocre, sua 
" beneficentissima gratia, inconcusse sic assecuti sumus, 
* Majestatem itaque vestram munificentissimam sup- 
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“ plices oramus, quatinus elemosynam illam sepedictam, 
“ paucis jam annis intermissam, pristina patrum 
" majorumque beneficentia ac largitate retribuere 

" , . dignetur majestas vestra splendidissima," ete. 

There is noevidence to show that any favourable result 
followed the dispatch of that one of these many forms 
of petition which was selected as most suited for its 
purpose; and but one more effort was made by the 
Convent to obtain a renewal of the gift, which the piety 
of Louis XI. had made so precious to the monks. In 
1514, copies of all the royal charters of the French Kings, 
bearing upon the subject, were engrossed upon an entre 
skin of parchment, their genuineness being certified by 
the attestation of Nich. Lytlington, the official of the 
Archdeacon of Canterbüry, and it was evidently at the 
time intended to claim, as a right, from Francis I. the 
yearly tribute which all the most respected of his 
ancestors had paid. But for some reason these attested 
copies were never sent from Canterbury, where they 
remain to this day as a proof that, after more than 
300 years of alternating fruition and disappointment, 
the Convent finally resigned all hope of ever again 
enjoying the Wine of St. Thomas. 

The Dr. Langton, whose services to the Monastery are 
gratefully acknowledged in the letter numbered 1085, 
was from 1477, the date of the letter, until the time of 
his death in 1500, a much valued adviser and a powerful 
protector of the Canterbury monks. The letter men- 
tioned explains how he successfully used his great 
influence, as an ambassador to Louis XI., to procure for 
the Convent a renewal of the grant of the Wine of St. 
Thomas ; and many other documents— letters and entries 
in registers—show that, from the date of that letter 
onwards, he was in constant correspondence with the 
Chapter, for whom he acted as a kind of standing 
advocate at the King's Court. 

He was born at Appleby, and after receiving the first 
part of his education from the Carmelite friars, he pro- 
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ceeded to Queen's College, Oxford, of which House he 
ultimately became Provost, as well as Master of the 
* Domus Dei," or St. Julian's Hospital, at Southampton. 
These offices he cóntinued to hold even after he became 
& bishop. He received holy orders in the ordinary 
course, and, as his will states, was preferred to the bene- 
fices of Penrith and Soham. In the course of his uni- 
versity career, but it does not appear at what stage, 
he was driven by & pestilence from Oxford to Cambridge, 
where he entered at Pembroke Hall, obtained a fellow- 
ship, received the degree of Doctor of Laws, and pre- 
sented the Society with a piece of plate known as the 
« Anathema Cup ;" so called from the usual denunciatory 
clause in the dedication: “si quis alienaverit, ete.” To 
the same House he also bequeathed a table of silver 
made so as to fold up— probably a triptych. 

He was much employed in the diplomatic service of 
Edward IV. and Richard IIL, his name first appearing 
in the Foedera under the date of 31 March 1477, when 
with the Archdeacon of London he was commissioned 
to treat for a marriage between the Prince of Wales and 
the daughter of Ferdinand and Isabella. 

At the end of the same year, and also early in the 
next, he was joined as junior envoy with John Lord 
Howard and Sir Richard Tunstall in embassies to the 
King of France, for the purpose of carrying out the 
terms of the treaty of Amiens (Picquigny). 


The Spanish marriage project being undecided in the P. 299. 


spring of 1478, Dr. Langton was again deputed to meet T 
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Ferdinand’s ambassadors, apparently in London, his col- Camd. 


leagues being, as he himself reports, * My Lord of 
Norwich and My Lord of Senct Jamys.” At this same 
time he was appointed treasurer to the Chapter of 
Exeter, and proctor in Convocation for the Chapter of 
Canterbury. In this latter capacity he proposed either 
to pronounce a sermon composed by the Prior, or, con- 
trariwise, to write a sermon which the Prior might 
preach ; the terms of his letter are ambiguous, and his 
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meaning obseure. Later on, in 1478, he went to the 
Court of France, Sir Richard Tunstall being again his 
colleague, to treat of a marriage between Elizabeth the 
daughter of Edward IV. and the Dauphin, a project 
which the King of England had not abandoned in 1480, 
when he again sent Langton to press it on Louis XI. 

In 1479 the Chapter of Canterbury offered him the 
living of St. Leonard Eastcheap, which he declined, 
reserving for himself, however, the patronage of nomi- 
nation to the next vacancy ; but in 1482 he received 
by the gift of the Chapter the rich benefice of All Hal- 
lows, Loinbard Street, which he resigned in 1488, when 
he became Bishop of St. David's He oecupied this see 
for three years, during which time he stood very high 
in the favour of Richard III, who employed him as his 
ambassador to Pope Sixtus IV., to Charles VIII. of 
France, and to Innocent VIII. 

When, in tbe first year of his reign, Richard made & 
progress through the Northern Counties, in order to 
confirm the loyalty of his subjects in those parts, Dr. 
Langton accompanied him, and trusting to his influence 
with the King, he bezan to look forward to further pre- 
ferment. Writing to the Prior of Christ Church he 
says: “I trust in God ye shal here such tythings in 
* hast, that I shalbo an Ynglish man and no mor 
* Welshe—sit hoc clam omnes :" meaning thereby that 
he expected soon to exchange his Welsh bishoprick for 
a richer one in England; an expectation which was 
realised in 1485, when he was translated to Salisbury. 

In this same letter, written from the North, he gives 
a character of Richard quite at variance with that 
which is commonly accepted ; thus, he writes: *. . . 
* , , , the Kyng shalbe at London. He contents 
* the people wher he goys best that ever did prince; 
* for many & poor man, that hath suffred wrong many 
" days, have be relevyd and helped by hym and his 
' commands in his progresse. And in many grete citeis 
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" and townis wer grete summis of mony gif hym, 
* which he hath refusid. On my trouth I liked never 
* the condicions of any prince so wel as his; God 
* hathe sent hym to us for the wele of us al" The 
truth of Dr. Langton's eulogy in one of its particulars 
is curiously proved, by an entry in the accounts of the 
Chamberlain (Treasurer) of the City of Canterbury. 

When the King, continuing his progress, came into 
Kent, in the autumn cf 1483, he was still accompanied 
by Dr. Langton, and on his arrival at Canterbury the 
usual complimentary gift was offered to him, and 
declined with the same politic self-denial which he had 
shown in other “ grete citeis and townis.” 

The entry is as follows: 

“Soluti pro una bursa . . . . . . xxvje viijd. 
Quse bursa, cum xxxiijli. vije. viijd. in auro de Ma- 
jore et confratribus suis ac triginta sex dignioribus 
personis collectis, civibus Cantuariensibus data fuit et 
oblata Domino Regi, qui Dominus Rex, cum gratiarum 
actionibus, predictis personis de quibus summa pre- 
dicta collecta fuerat mandavit reliberari. Quo facto, 
bursa data fuit predicta Doctori Langton, tunc temporis 
Episcopi Menevensi; propter suas multiplices benevo- 
lentias erga Civitatem Cantuariam.” 

. Three months before the Battle of Bosworth, Langton 
was translated to Salisbury. With the accession of 
Henry VIL his political influence and employments 
came to a simultaneous end; but his merits as a 
Churchman procured him further promotion to Win- 
chester in 1493, and his advancement to the Primacy 
was only prevented by his death in 1500; since in his 
last hours he was postulated as Archbishop by the 
Chapter of Christ Church. The sees of Canterbury and 
Winchester being: thus simultaneously vacant, and’ the 
Prior of Canterbury being temporarily, therefore, Custos 
apiritualitatis. of both dioceses, the Bishop’s will was 
proved before him, pnd is copied in the register of his 
U 55671. e 
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Prerogative Court. By this it is shown, that he left a 
large personal estate together with some landed property ; 
out of which he founded a chantry at Appleby, and 
provided for his sisters and their children, who bore 
the names of Blynkensop, Baynbridge, and Machell. 
He also left memorial legacies to his three cathedral 
churches, to both his colleges, to the Domus Dei at 
Southampton, and to the churches of Penrith and Soham 
—' qub olim fueram beneficratus.” 

There are among the Chapter muniments several docu- 
ments, so entirely unconnected with the affairs of the 
Monastery that it is impossible, in the absence of all 
direct evidénce on the subject, to divine how they came 
to be where they are. They relate to piratical captures 
of German ships by English cruisers, and to the confis- 
eation, by way of retaliation, of the goods of English 
merchants warehoused in German ports. A selection 
from these documents is printed in this volume, but 
neither they, nor others whieh exist elsewhere in print 
or manuscript, suffice to clear up the complete history of 
the transactions to which they refer. 

On 21st August 1388, a composition was made be- 
tween the Hochnmeister of Prussia and King Richard II. 
of England, with the intention of regulating the trade of 
the Baltie ports, and of preventing the constant disputes 
which arose between English traders, and the German 
merchants who were under the protection of the Grand 
Master. The composition was quite ineffectual, although 
it nominally remained in force for ten years. As early 
as 1391 complaints were made of English aggressions, 
and in 1397 the Stralsunders, protesting that they were 
acting with the sanction of international or natural law, 
seized all the English goods upon which they could lay 
their hands. 

This state of things brought to a standstill the reci- 
procally profitable trade between the English and the 
Easterlings ; the former imposed unheard-of duties upon 
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German imports, and the latter entirely forbade the 
traffic in English cloth. 

Just at the time when this deadlock occurred, the 
deposition of King Richard and the accession of Henry 
IV. opened a way to a diplomatic solution of the difficulty. 
The new King was personally well known to the Knights 
of the Teutonic Order, the protectors of the Baltic mer- 
chants, for, about ten years before his accession, he had 
accompanied them in a crusade against the pagan Lithu- 
anians ; hence the Order, and the merchants their clients, 
were prepared to expect just treatment, and to receive 
any terms which Henry might propose in a favourable 
spirit. 

In addition to the original papers which are preserved 
at Canterbury, others, some being original documents 


and others transcripts, are to be found in the MSS. Cott. ; Nero B. II. 


and printed copies of commissions, &. bearing upon 
the subject are in Rymer’s Foedera. Putting together 
the evidence collected from all sources, it appears that in 
1404, and again in 1407, Henry commissioned Sir 
William Esturmy, John Kington, a canon of Lincoln, 
and, on the first occasion, William Brampton, a London 
citizen (who apparently died before any progress was 
made in the negotiatiuns) to be his ambassadors to the 
Teutonic Order and to the Hanse Towns; directing them 
to receive sworn informations from all persons of both 
nations who professed to have sustained losses; and, 
having so done, to strike a balance between the parties, 
and to calculate the compensation which ought to be 
awarded to that one which had been the greatest 
sufferer. 

The ambassadors had several meetings, extending over 
three or four years, with the representatives of tho 
aggrieved communities ; moving from Magdeburg to Dort, 
Rotterdam, The Hague, and Bruges, or wherever there 
was evidence to be found. There are no means of 
arriving at a knowledge of the total damages which were 
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respectively assessed upon the contending parties, al- 
though Rymer prints copies of four bonds, by two of 
which the King of England, on behalf of his subjects, 
undertakes to pay, to the Grand Master of the Teutonic 
Order, 5,3184 nobles at Martinmas, 1409, and the same 
sum at the Feast of the Purification, 1410; a third bond 
then obliges him to pay, at the Feast of the Purification 
in 1411, 10,637 nobles, that is exactly the sum of the 
two previous bonds, and farther he binds himself, at. the 
same feast in 1412, to pay another double forfeit of 
10,687 nobles. Also at the second of these terms he 
undertakes to pay to the citizens of Hamburg compen- 
sation to the amount of 416 nobles. 

It can hardly be swpposed that Henry confessed him- 
self and his subjects indebted to the Grand Master, 
only one claimant out of many, in the sum total of 
these four obligations; it would rather appear to be 
probable that he first agreed to pay 10,637 nobles by two 
equal instalments, but, having failed to do so at the 
terms specified, he renewed his bill for both instalments 
by one promissory note, and, again failing to take up 
this also, he gave a third for the same amount. It is 
but just to say that, in a note addressed to the Editor on 
this point, the late Dr. Pauli of Gottingen expressed his 
opinion that each of these sums, amounting in all to 
91,911 nobles, was paid, beside 416 nobles more to the 
citizens of Hamburg. But these bonds only state a part 
of the case, for they do not notice the claims of the 
other complaining towns, nor the set-off to which Henry 
was entitled in consideration of the reprisals made upon 
English goods by the authorities of the ports Dr. 
Pauli found it recorded, but the Editor has been unable 
to trace the authority, that the sum adjudged to be due 
to the English, as a counterpoise to the great amount 
above noticed, was only 200 nobles. 

In the autumn of 1400, Esturmy having probably 
died, in the meantime, the Lord Mayor of London, one 
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of his aldérmen, and the John Kington who had been 
Esturmy’s colleague, were commissioned to supervise 
the carrying out of the treaty, and to take care that the 
damages charged against the English * were paid in 
manufactured goods, and by no means in coined money 
or bullion. 

The Sir William Esturmy, whose name appears as the 
chief personage in the embassies, although he owned an 
estate at Chadham in Wiltshire, was Member of Parlia- 
ment for Devonshire, and in 1404 Speaker of the House 
of Commons. His family appears to have become 
extinct at his death, although another of the same name 
occurs in the Fadera under the date 1418. He left 
at least one daughter, who was married to Sir Roger 
Seymour. 

As early as 1401 the King had employed him in an Rymer, 
embassy connected with the homage of the Count of b. dat. 
Gueldres; and again, in the next year, he was engaged 
in settling the dowry of Blanche, Henry’s daughter, who 
married the Count Palatine Ludwig. On both of these 
occasions he was associated with the same John Kington, 
who was his colleague in his two embassies to the 
Hanse Towns. He probably died between 1407 and 
1409, for had he been alive, it is likely that the com- 
pletion of the German negotiations which he had con- 
ducted would have been intrusted to him and his old 
colleague, instead of to the Lord Mayor, as is mentioned 
above. It is not impossible that he was taken with 
death as he was passing through Canterbury, on his 
way home after he had concluded his business at Dort 
in 1407; and if this were so, it would account for the 
presence of his dossier in & place so unexpected as the 
muniment room of the Cathedral. 

A remarkable feature of the records of Christ Church Confra- 
during the fifteenth century is the great increase of ‘tv. 
letters of confraternity granted to laymen and others, 
to whom, although not connected with the Monastery, 
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was imparted a share in all the benefits earned by the 
superfluous prayers, fasts, and other devotional acts of 
the professed brotherhood. The words of the formule 
by which these benefits were conferred were almost 
always the same, being only slightly varied on occasion, 
if the newly adopted brother or sister were of high 
rank. 

Three typical forins are given in the first volume cf 
this Literce, and one or other of these was used on most 
occasions, the blanks only being filled up with the names 

The extent of the privileges conferred is expressed in 
the elause, which, with a little variation introduced in 
order to suit special cases, is found in all the Literce 
fraternitatis, as these grants are named. “.... 
“ipsum J. R. ad nostrum fraternitatis consortium 
" admittimus et incorporamus, ut omnium et singulorum 
" operum pietatis, que in nostra Cantuariensi Ecclesia 
“ fiunt et amodo fient in futuro, sit particeps, etc." One 
good example of a special case is the grant made 
to the Bishop of Urbino, who had greatly helped, in 
the Curia, to obtain the indulgences for the jubilee of 
1470. Being a foreigner, the Bishop stood in need of 
unusual explanations. 'The copy in the register is in the 
autograph of Prior Sellyng, and the special form was 
doubtless composed by him for the information of the 
Bishop, whose friendship he had enjoyed in Rome. 
« .,. Consuetudinem autem habemus, ubi mortem 
* cujusque ex hujusmodi in nostre fraternitatis com- 


:" munionem receptis intelleximus, ejus nomen obitusque 


“ diem in registro nostro inscribere; ut annis singulis 
* perpetuis temporibus, hujusmodi anniver:ario die, 
" ipsius nomen in Conventu recitetur, et anima per 
" orationes commendetur Deo. Et prseterea idem no- 
men, quibusdam brevibus inscriptum, per nuncium 
" nostrum ad hoc specialiter deputatum, ad universa 
“ monasteria seu loca religiosa regni Ánglie mittimus; 
“ut etiam alii viri religiosi nos pro nostris carissimis 
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“ guis orationibus adjuvent. Quamobrem hortamur Re- 
'" verendam Paternitatem vestram, quam utique optamus 
“ in hoc seculo diu feliciterque valere, ut hanc ipsam 
" consuetudinem nostram suos, quos fidelissimos habeat, 
“ intelligere faciat; ut ipsi, cum placuerit Deo vos ex 
" hac mortali vita transferre, obitum vestrum Cantua- 
'" riensi Ecclesiz significare possint, etc.” 

During the 14th century but one or two instances 
of the granting of this privilege occur, but in the reign of 
Henry V. a fashion seems to have arisen, by which 
either the monks were prompted to elect their friends - 
and benefactors into their brotherhood, or else the 
benefactors were led to seek such election. As the 
15th century got older the admissions became more and 
more frequent, and when the registers approach the 
beginning of the next century, there is scarcely a page 
which does not contain one or more examples of the 
formula. 

Several letters towards the end of this volume allude T The ubilee 
to an “annus jubileus " or “Jubilee of St. Thomas," a Thomas. 
festival which was celebrated in the Monastery of 
Christ Church in Canterbury, once in fifty years, in 
memory of the murdered Archbishop, who, in conse- 
quence of his violent death and consequent canonization, 
came, during the middle ages, to be considered the 
chief patron of the Cathedral , The great tragedy 
which ended his life and permanently modified the - 
relations of Church and State up to the time of the 
Reformation, took place on the 29th December 1170, 
which day was thenceforward set down in the kalendar 
as “ Festum Sancti Thome Martyris" It was observed 
in each recurring year with appropriate ceremonies, and 
attracted to the martyr's tomb or shrine a large number 
of worshipping pilgrims. 

When in 1220, just fifty years after the Archbishop's 
death, his relics were transferred from the tomb in the 
earth, into which they had been hastily thrust on the 
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day following his martyrdom, to a magnificent new 
shrine, recently erected in the choir of the church, a 
new festival, that of the “Translatio Sancti Thome ” 
was instituted. This festival was celebrated on 7th 
July, and, as medieval roads were passable by 
pilgrims in the summer whilst they were almost closed 
to passengers in the winter, it soon happened that the 
Feast of the Translation almost superseded that of the 
Passion. 

The fact of an interval of exactly fifty years inter- 
vening between the martyrdom and the translation, 
suggested to the Cardinal Archbishop Langton, who 
conducted the ceremonies of the translation, a parallel 
between the fiftieth celebration of the martyr's festival, 
and the fiftieth, jubilee, year of the Jews; and he there- 
fore asked and obtained, from Pope Honorius IIL, a 
Bull of indulgence, by which special pardons and pri- 
vileges were granted to all true penitents who, after 
confession and a profession of contrition for their 
past sins, should visit and make their offerings at 
the shrine, during a period limited by the terms of 
the Bull. 

These privileges, whether by intention or inad- 
vertence, were only granted for the single celebration 
which was impending at the time at which they were 
conceded, and, on future recurrences of the jubilec year, 
it was argued by the successively reigning Popes, that 
new petitions must be sent to Rome, and a new Bull 
obtained on each occasion, before the indulgences 
could be considered effective. This limitation led to 
considerable correspondence in after years, and it is 
from this correspondence, as far as it has been preserved, 
that our knowledge of the characteristics of the indul- 
gences depends, 

The petition for the year 1470 recites that Cardinal 
Langton wrote a “tractatum sive libellum” on the 
subject, and, from the specimen quoted in the petition 
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it may be gathered, that the writer considered that it 
was almost in consequence of supernatural intervention 
that the translation of the relics was deferred, in spite 
of previous attempts to effect it, until a period of 
exactly fifty years was interposed between it and the 
martyrdom, and he supports his opinion by reasons 
extracted from the Old Testament, expressed with much 
enthusiasm, but wanting in clearness. 

No information remains concerning any celebration of 
the festivals from 1220 to 1370 ; and from the silence of the 
records it may be inferred that the pardons were granted 
as matters of course. As on these occasions there was 
no controversy, so no documents are to be found 
relating to the subject. Wharton, in the Anglia Sacra, 
quotes a narrative, which tells how Simon Sudbury, 
then Bishop of London, incurred unpopularity by dis- 
couraging pilgrims who were on their way to the cele- 
bration of 1370; warning them not to trust to the 
efficacy of the promised indulgences; but no mention 
of the festival is to be found in the registers of the 
Monastery. 

The Jubilee of 1420, according to an entry in a con- 
temporary record belonging to the City of Canterbury, 
was a most successful celebration, and attracted a 
hundred thousand pilgrims to the shrine, all of whom 
were, by the foresight of the municipal authorities, 
lodged and fed without any increase in the ordinary 
price of provisions. In this year the oblations at the 
shrine amounted to more than six hundred pounds, say, 
in modern currency, at least eight thousand pounds. 

In preparation for the festival of 1470, Tiptoft Earl of 
Worcester, solicited the Pope in 1454, and two of the 
most eminent of the Canterbury monks were dispatched 
to Rome, carrying a petition to Pope Paul IL, who, ap- 
parently, conceded the usual privileges without difficulty ; 
and this was the last occasion upon which the Jubilee 
was celebrated. 
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The letters dated in 1520, written by Dr. Grig, the 
Advocate in the Curia of the Archbishop and of the 
Monastery, show that the extravagant demands made in 
that year by Pope Leo X. of participation in the profits 
of the impending festival caused its extinction, since the 
Archbishop and the Chapter declined to appropriate one 
half of the gross receipts to the building of St. Peter's, 
although they were willing or rather although they 
offered, to surrender the same proportion of the net 
profits after their necessary expenses had been deducted. 
As the registers contain no reference to any actual cele- 
bration of this festival, it may be concluded that neither 
Rome or Canterbury made the required concessions, and 
that therefore no celebration took place. At the next 
recurring period of fifty years, in 1570, Jubilees, the 
the Monastery of Christ Church, and the cultus of St. 
Thomas in the Cathedral, had all become matters of 
ancient history. 

The Editor here desires to acknowledge his obligation 
to the authorities of the Record Office, who have, in 
consideration of the great interest attaching to these 
letters of Dr. Grig and a few other documents, allowed 
him to disregard the rule which directs that nothing 
shall be printed in the volumes of this series which 
bears & date more modern than the last year of Henry 


. VII. He offers as his excuse for this trespass that in 


the case of the Canterbury Monastery the old order of 
things survived for a few years the birth of the new 
learning, and the invention of printing, with the con- 
sequent multiplication of books; the dissolution, which 
occurred in 1540, being for monks and monastic his- 
torians the real watershed dividing the old from the 
new. This consideration has obtained for him an in- 
dulgence which, he is given to understand, must not be 
looked upon as a repeal of the rule. 

Those who are acquainted with the topography of the 


fications of City of Canterbury do not need to be informed, that the 
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cathedral church with its precinct, which exactly occu- Canter- 
pies the site of the ancient monastery of Christ Church, >": 
is cramped within the north-eastern angle of the forti- 
fications of the city, that, in fact, the outer wall of the 
precinct and the inner face of the city walls run ap- 
proximately parallel to each other, leaving between them 

a narrow lane only a few yards in width. 

From a military point of view this arrangement was 
obviously a matter of necessity; seeing that thus a con- 
tinuous covered way, protected by the walls, was pro- 
vided, by which the defenders of the city could be readily 
-marched to the defence of all the faces of the fortifi- 
cations. But the citizens and the monks were often at 
variance, and the latter felt themselves insulated within 
their narrow boundaries, and annoyed by a public 
thorcughfare, which followed the outline of a great part 
of their premises. Again, the outer boundary of this 
thoroughfare, at only thirty feet distance, was formed by 
the lofty towers and curtains of the city walls, which cut 
off the view of the country, and entirely destroyed the 
privacy of the precinct, which the tuwers overlooked. 
Under these circumstances, it is not a matter of surprise 
if the inhabitants of the monastery endeavoured to put 
an end to these inconveniences, by acquiring for them- 
selves the covered way in question and the fortified wall 
which enclosed it. 

The first step towards the acquisition of this precious 
piece of land was taken, about the year 1160, by Prior 
Wibert, who purchased, from one Alan of Ratling, a p.379. 
small bit of ground, * jacentis retro pistrinum ncstrum, 
" inter murum, scilicet, civitatis et murum Curie 
* nostre." This little plot did not, of course, form part 
of the military way—that belonged to the Crown—but 
it bounded it, on the hither or convent side; neverthe- 
less, by its purchase the convent got rid of a too near 
neighbour, and completed, at all points, their contract 
vet ween their precinct and the thoroughfare, from which 
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Alan’s plot had hitherto separated them. This little 
estate “retro pistrinum " now forms a part of the gardens. 
attached to two minor canons’ houses. 

Two-thirds of a century elapsed before the Chapter 
again moved in this business, and then, quite unex- 
pectedly, for no preliminary petitions leading up to the 
subject, a charter of Henry III. appears in the Cartulary, 
bearing the date 1231, endorsed : “ De via infra murum 
Civitatis," and having the following tenor: 

'* Henricus Dei gratia, etc. Archiepiscopis, Episcopis, etc. 
Sciatis nos intuitu Dei et pro salute anime nostre, anteces- 
Sorum, et successorum nostrorum, dedisse, concessisse, et hac 
carta nostra confirmasse Priori et monachis Sancte Trinitatis 
Cantuarie, in augmentum Elemosinari# sus, placeam illam 
inter murum Civitatis nostre Cantuarie et murum qui claudit 
Curiam ipsorum Prioris et monachorum, que jacet inter 
Northgate et Queninghate. Qus quidem placea continet, in 
fine sua versus Orientem quadraginta et unum pedem in lati- 
tudine, et versus Occidentem viginti quatuor pedes similiter. 
in latitudine; in medio suo decem et septem pedes; in longi- 
tudine sexaginta et undecim perticatas. Habendam, etc. in 
perpetuum in liberam et perpetuam elemosinam ; non obstante 
quod placea predicta prius cheminium esse consuevit inter 
muros predictos. Etc.” 

The Via having thus been secured, the Convent turned 
its attention to the Murus; but the matter required a 
century of incubation, and then, apparently, the result 
was disappointing. On this occasion & petition waa 
addressed to Edward III, which will best speak for 
itself : 

'* Ceo monstrent a Nostre Seigneur le Roy ses chapeleins le 
Prieur, &c., qe les murs de la Cite de Caunterbire, entre North- 
gate et Queningate, qe se joinent al Esglise ot le cors Saint 
Thomas gist, sount moult deschetz, a grant peril de la dite 
Esglise; et par ceo, prient a Nostre Seigneur le Roy les 
avauntditz Prieur, &c., qe, pur Dieu et pur lamour Saint Thomas, 
sur voille doner et graunter le mur et le fosse, qe se joinent a

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lur enclos entre les ditz portes de Northgate et Queningate, et 
murage pur sept ans pur repareiller les defauts de ceaux murs 
entre les ditz portes; pur seurte de l'Esglise, et del cors Saint 
Thomas qne leins repose." 


As is above stated, no good result followed upon this 
petition, and it was not until almost two centuries later, 
that the walls which the monks coveted were conveyed 
to them, by the joint consent of the Crown and of the 
Corporation of the city. The three instruments by 
which this transaction was effected appear in the present 
volume. They comprise the King’s licence, surrendering 
the rights of the Crown ; the conveyance of their estate 
.by the Corporation; and the power-of-Attorney by 
which their official was empowered to deliver seisin to 
the new owners. It is surprising to find that the 
military way (known as Queningate Lane) is included 
in the conveyance, as though the Convent had previously, 
in some way, lost the possession of it, which the Charter 
of Henry III. gave them. Also the length of the lane, 
in the conveyance of 1492, is stated to be something 
over thirty-eight perches, whilst in that of 1231 it is set 
down as seventy-one, although the earlier grant only 
gave the lane from Northgate to Queningate, whilst by 
the later conveyance the rest of the covered way from 
Queningate to Burgate is added, so that it would seem 
as if the measurements ought to be reversed. 

Atiention may be drawn to a few other notices of the 
city walls which occur in the records. The defences of 
the Norman city were constructed, “ob terre turbatio- P- 879. 
nem,” by Eleanor of Aquitaine, when she heard of her 
son Richard’s captivity in Germany. The Romans had 
enclosed the comparatively small city of Durovernum 
with a grand fossa and vallum, but Eleanor’s plan 
enclosed an area much larger than that of the Roman 
camp,.and therefore a great part of the vallwm ceased 
to form part of the outline of the newer fortress and - 
hence much of it was levelled and removed, but still 
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there is à long stretch of it remaining on the eastern 
side where the Queen planned her fortification and the 
earlier one to coincide. That these defences consisted of 
& diteh and bank strengthened by palisades is probable 
both because in Hubert de Burgh's repairs executed 
some thirty years after Eleanor's first construction timber 
is the only material mentioned; and also because no 
remains are known of any masonry in the walls older 
than the 14th century. 

When, at the beginning of the reign of Richard II, 
Archbishop Sudbury took alarm at the spirit shown by 
the * Commons of Kent," he, with the help of the citizens, 
enclosed the whole circumference of the city with a stone 
wall having flanking towers at frequent intervals, of 
which a great part is still standing in almost its original 
perfection; that part being best preserved which the 
Prior and Chapter took under their protection, by the 
transaction of 1492. Ali that remained of the Roman 
vallum was again made use of by the Archbishop, who 
faced the scarp with masonry, and used the ridge as a 
platform for the defenders of the battlements. 

The conservative tendencies of the successive inhabi- 
tants of the city and precinct are curiously indicated by 
the unaltered state of the dwelling demised in 1453 to 
the Duke of Somerset, which adjoined the inner side 
of the city wall. The “ mansum vocatum antiqui- 
tus Maisteromers” is inhabited to this day, and still 
bears its odd, old name; the “gardinum Celerarii " 
and the '* via dwcens per posticwm '"' which were excepted 
from the demise, are both still in use, and the descend- 
ants of the pigeons who witnessed the Wars of the 
Roses stil build their nests in the niches of the 
“Columbarium,” which is one of the bastion-towers 
modified ages ago for use as a pigeon-house. 

The Monastery of Christ Church possessed some 
estates in Ireland from which, as other absentee land- 
lords have done, they received more vexation than profit. 
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The various schemes which the Chapter devised for The 
obtaining payment of their income from this source jbbey de 
are indicated in the letters of these volumes, but in 

other places also abundant materials exist by means 

o; which the whole history of these estates can be 
collected. U 


The story of the first acquisition of this property is p. 363. 
sketched in a letter addressed to the Chapter by the 
Bishop of Ferns, in the year 1308, who writes : '* Quum 
“ Anglici primo intervenerunt terram Hibernis, tempore 
* Regis Henrici patris Regis Johannis quondam regis 
" Anglis, plures terre et ecclesi, fuerunt datre prio- 
“ pyatui vestro, ad honorem Sancti Thome Martyris, per 
“ illos qui terram Hibernis intervenerunt." 

A more detailed history of the donation, and a very 

minute description of the person and character of the 
donor are given by Giraldus in the * Expugnatio Hi- 
bernica.” The historian, under the year 1183, records: Girald (ed. 
* Circa tempus istud, Herveius de Monte Mauricio re 
" nobili Cantuariensi Sanct» Trinitatis coenobio se seqq. 
reddens, cui et ecclesias terre sus maritime, Water- 
* fordiam seilicet et Weisefordiam interjacentes, in. 
" eleemosinam donaverat, monasticam vitam elegit. 
* Qui utinam, sicut habitum sic animum, sicut militiam 
" sic malitiam deposuisset.” 

This benefactor, whom for personal and family rea- 
sons Giraldus hated, is farther described by him as being 
an uncle of Earl! Richard FitzGilbert (Strongbow), who 
went over with his nephew and the Anglo-Norman host 
to the assistance of Dermod MacMorragh King of 
Leinster, in 1169, and to whom this King, when by the 
assistance of his allies he had gained a victory at Wex- 
ford, gave two cantreds of land on the coast there. 

This adventurer left England * fugitivus a facie fortune, 
inermis, inops" but with the successes of Earl 
Richard Hervey’s fortunes improved, and he became 
Seneschal or Grand Steward of all his nephew’s posses- 
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sions in Leinster, and Marshal in Ireland to Henry II. 
He is described as, externally, a tall handsome man, 
having full blue eyés and a pleasant countenance ; but 
as greatly deformed internally as he was outwardly well 
favoured: “erat quippe vir a pueritia veneri datus; 
* et quicquid in omni libidine, vel aliis in ipsum vel 
* ipsi in alios collibuerat, licere putans, nec incestus 
* ullos, nec adulteria vitans. Vir invidus, delator, et 
* duplex; vir subdolus, facetus, et fallax; cujus sub- 


. “ lingua mel et lac veneno confecta," It is but fair 


to say that Gervase of Canterbury, who must have 
known Hervey personally after he became & monk, 
gives a more favourable character of him, and to his 
skill and experience he attributes a great part of Strong- 
bow's success in Ireland. 

The foundation of Dunbrody Abbey (De portu Beate 
Marie) by this same Hervey Mount Maurice, his rela- 
tions with the Earls Marshal, and the cruelties which he 
perpetrated during his Irish campaign, are fully de- 
scribed in the introduction to the second volume of 
Mr. Gilbert’s * Cartularies, ete. of St. Mary's Abbey, 


Duhlin," published in this series. 


The charter by which this property was first settled 
upon Christ Church does not now exist, even in the 
shape of a copy ; but in the conveyance of the estate to 
the Abbey of Tintern (to be presently noticed) the pro- 
perty is described, probably, in the words of Hervey's 
charter; and there it will be seen that the gift con- 
sisted of a little land and a great deal of ecclesiastical 
patronage. 

For something over fifty years the monks of Christ 
Church appear to have profited but little from the grant 
of the soldier-monk ; in fact, during the first half of the 
thirteenth century there is only one entry in which credit 
is given to the Irish estate in the Treasurer’s book. In 
this case, under the date of A.D. 1213, a payment of 
twenty-seven pounds is acknowledged as having been 
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received by the hands of Herlewin, Bishop of Leighlin ; 
and after that time the record is blank until A.D. 1273. 
It is probable nevertheless that some irregular payments 
were made, and entered in a lump with other sums, 
which, as they could not be depended on as a part of 
the ordinary income of the Convent, might be classed as 

In the year 1245 & new scheme was contrived, and 
the estate was sold to the Cistercian Abbey of Tynterne, 
or De Voto, in the diocese of Ferns; the consideration 
being the prompt payment of & premium of six hundred 
and twenty-five marks, and a reserved rent of ten 
marks. 

In 1255 at the suggestion of Archbishop Boniface the 
Chapter of Tynterne increased the annual rent from 
10 to 13 marks. It should be said that they increased 
the nomial rent, for they do not appear to have 
actually paid either more or less than before (being 
always in arrear) as a consequence of Boniface’s inter- 
ference. 

The Abbey designated Tynterna in Hibernia or 
Fernensis diccesis, was the daughter house of the elder 
Tynterna in Wallia or Landavensis daccesis, and was 
founded in the year 1200 by that William Marshal Earl 
of Pembroke who married Isabella the heiress of Richard 
FitzGilbert. It was stocked with monks swarming 
from the parent abbey in Wales, in accordance with 
the practice usually followed by the Cistercians. The 
Houses of this order, being inhabited by monks who 
were at the same time skilled and industrious agri- 
cultural labourers, required only a comparatively small 
endowment of land to enable their inmates to support 
themselves in comfort ; and, as every monk beyond the 
number necessary for cultivating the abbey land was a 
burthen upon the community, it was the custom of the 
older houses, beginning with Citeaux herself, like bees, 


to throw out swarms, and so to pass on their surplus 
U 55671. d 
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labourers to new foundations, endowed by some bene- 
factor with land for their support. These colonies were 
spoken of as the daughters of the abbeys from which 
they issued ; and thus Tintern in Ireland was a daughter 
of Tintern in Wales, a relationship which the parent 
acknowledged in a most effectual manner ; for when the 
daughter failed to pay her debts and was troubled in 
consequence, the mother willingly, but by command of 
the head of the order, became surety for the debt along 
with the Abbey of Mellifont, another Irish Cistercian 
House. 

The Irish Abbey has the, at tirst sight, strange second 
title of “De Voto,” which is thus explained. The Earl 
Marshall—the founder—being overtaken by so terrible 
a storm at sea that there seemed to be no hope of 
saving the ship, thereupon vowed to endow & monas- 
tery if he came safe to land; and when he performed 
his vow, he conferred upon his new monastery the appro- 
priate name of “De Voto.” | 

The following titles, which are those of the deeds by 
which the Irish estates of Christ Church (one manor 
excepted) were conveyed to Tynterne, will explain the 
transaction almost without commentary. The instru- 
ments themselves are in the cathedral archives, and 
they incidentally tell a curious story of a double transfer 
of a part of the estate. 


Carta Prioris et Conventus Ricardo de Londoniis concessa. 


This deed belongs to the earliest days of the 13th 
century, as is shown by the handwriting. It demises 
to Richard, on a lease for ever, the Vill of Fytheryd;! 
in consideration of an annual rent of four marks, with 
the further condition: “ita quod ad defensionem ipsius 
* terre castellum debet facere" The entire Vill is 
included in this transfer, but the church and all eccle- 
siastical jurisdiction are reserved to the Chapter of 


! Fethard, Co. Wexford. 
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Christ Church, together with & competent space of 
ground for erecting a manor-house (ad Curiam nostram, 
faciendam), and 60 acres of land; both being probably 
provided for the dwelling and sustenance of the rector. 

This demise seems to have been soon forgotten ; 
apparently, as much by the lessee as by the lessors, fer 
the former took no steps towards assuming possession, 
and it was not until the beginning of the next century, 
as is shown by the remonstrance of the Bishop of Ferns 
quoted below, that the heirs of the lessee made any claim. 
Afterwards, before the middle of the century (c. 1230), 
the Canterbury Convent again alienated this Vill of 
Fytheryd, on this occasion to the Bishop of the diocese, 
by a deed bearing the following title : 

Compositio inter nos et Episcopum et Capitulum Fernensc, 
quod nos confirmamus eis manerium de Fytheryd, et 
ipsi nobis Ecclesias de Banewa, de Kilcogan, de Kenturc, 
et de Thamagre, confirmant. 

This instrument relates how Hervey Mount Maurice 
gave to Christ Church several churches which really - 
belonged to the See of Ferns; how, on the complaint of 
the Bishop, a compromise was effected, by which the 
Bishop resigned his claim to the churches, receiving 
instead the manor of Fytheryd. This deed is attested 
by the seals of Lucas de Neterville Archbishop of Dublin 
(A.D. 1228 to 1256), and of Johannes a Sancto Johanne 
Bishop of Ferns (A.D. 1223 to 1243); so that its date 
is fixed within a few years of A.D. 1230. The Bishop 
probably enjoyed quiet possession for nearly a century, 
and then a surprise was sprung upon bim. A person p. 363. 
pretendiug to be the heir of Richard of London came 
and demanded possession of Fytheryd by virtue of & 
(genuine) deed which he produced, sealed with a small 
ancient seal of the Canterbury monastery, which tlie 
Bishop knew was not one which the Chapter had ever 
used in his day. He reminds tbe Chapter that in 
ancient times his predecessor had complained of Hervey's 
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usurpations, and that, in consequence, there had been a 
composition entered into, between him and the Chapter 
of Christ Church, which gave him the manor of Fytheryd, 
and he adds: “nune venit quidam dictus Johannes Le 
* Lyneyt, asserens se, nomine uxoris sue, esse here- 
“ dem cujusdam Ricardi de Londoniis, cui Ricardo dicit 
* Priorem et Capitulum Cantuariense dedisse Villam 
* de Fytherid et heredibus suis; et habet quandam 
* cartam (ut dicit) quam quidem viderunt (vidimus ?), 
sub quodam parvo sigillo (non illo sigillo quo nunc 
* utimini) et dicit quod fuit feoffatus per vos; et per 
“iam cartam portat super nos breve de recto; et 
intendit onerare (enervare?) compositionem factam ; 
quod esset nobis et vobis dampnosum. Unde rogamus 
vestram in Christo caritatem, quatinus perscrutari 
faciatis in thesauraria vestra instrumenta antiqua 
tangentia materiam predictam in terra Hyberniz ; 
“et si poterit vobis constare de. aliquo feoffamento 
facto quondam Ricardo de Londoniis; et si aliquam 
* quietamclamanciam vobis inde fecerit; et super hoc 
nos certificetis per latorem presentium, sub litteris 
* vestris. Mandetis etiam si aliquo alio sigillo tunc 
* usi fuistis quam in presenti. Et mittatis nobis, si 
* placet, litteras vestras cum illo sigillo sigillatas; et 
si aliquod remedium adinvenire poteritis, pro nobis et 
vobis, ad compositionem servandam praedictam, nobis 
si placet mittatis, pro Dei amore et nostro ; quia pium 
est obviare maliciis hominum nocere volentium, ete.” 
No record remains to tell what remedy was found for 
the Bishop, but it is clear that the Chapter could not 
deny that they had demised Fytheryd to Richard of 
London; seeing that the contemporary counterpart of 
. Richard’s deed was in their day, as it still is in ours, 
preserved among the muniments of their Church. 

Whilst this one manor was thus the subject of con- 
flicting claims, the rest of the Irish estates of the Convent 
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were yielding little or no profit, and hence the deeds 
bearing the titles which here follow were executed : 

Cirographum inter Priorem Ecclesise Christi Cantuariensis et 
Abbatem et Conventum De Voto in Hibernia, de dimissione 
omnium terrarum nostrarum ibidem, pro nomine firms, postea 
nomine juris perpetui, pro decem marcis annuatim, solvendis 
in conventuali Ecclesia Batonise, ad festum Sancti Michaelis. 


This is the first deed of a series all of which go to com- 
plete the transfer of all the Irish estates to the Monastery 
of Tintern, and to secure the purchase money and the 
rent to Christ Church. The bargain was in these terms 
following. The Convent De Voto agreed to pay a 
premium of six hundred and twenty-five marks, by 
instalments spread over two years ; and after that to pay 
an annual rent of ten marks. The property demised 
consisted of: “ Kylmor, Kenture, et Thamagre, et 
* duas carucatas terre in Villa de Banewe, et duas 
insulas de Salteya, et insulam de Banewe, cum 
omnibus pertinentiis suis et juribus, et ecclesias 
* et capellas de Kyhnor, de Karrec, Omachus de Fyn- 
“ nor, de Kylcogan, et de Kenturch, exceptis Villa et 
“ ecclesia de Fythered, etc.” After this date to the end 
of the fourteenth century, the history of the Irish estates 
was comprised in a correspondence consisting on one 
side, of letters asking for the payment of arrears of the 
annual rent, and on the other, of small remittences of 
money, paid long after they were due and always leaving 
a considerable amount still owing. The monks of Christ 
Church as a rule appeared to be willing to forgive quite 
large sums in which their Irish tenants were indebted, 
if by so doing they could secure the payment cf a frac- 
tion of what they ought to have received. In 1330 they Reg. B. 
invoked the assistance of the General Chapter of the " 
Cistercian order asking the President to put pressure 
upon the Tintern monks; but, though the pressure was 
applied, the Irish tenants showed that not even the vows 
of their order could induce them to pay their rent ; then 
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the General Chapter laid the duty of exacting the 
annual payments, or of themselves finding the money, 
upon the Chapters of the English Tinterne and of the 
Irish Abbey of Mellifont jointly, and there is evidence 
that occasionally from this source something was received 
during the century. In 1370 a statute was passed at 
Guildford, heavily taxing absentee Irish landlords, and 
even in some cases forbidding payments to them. The 
argument employed was, that those who received the 
profits of the country ought to be present on the spot to 
defend it, or at least they ought to suffer in pocket for 
their neglect of their military duties, On the promul- 
gation of this statute the Convent of Canterbury 
appealed to Edward III., who, in this last year, granted 
them an exemption from its penalties during the life- 
time of the actual Prior. In 1380, Richard II. similarly 
dispensed them from the penalties of the statute with 
the same limitation to the life of the Prior. With these 
exemptions the history of these Irish estates during tlie 
12th, 13th, and 14th centuries came to an end. 

At the beginning of the 15th century there were seven 


years of rent unpaid, and the Canterbury Chapter 


appealed to Archbishop Arundel, who distrained the 
profits of the rectory of Lydd which was appropriated 
to the Welsh Tynterne, the mother who had undertaken 
to be security for her Irish daughter. 

About 1430 the intervention of the Earl of Ormond 
and of Sir James Cornwaleys, the Chief Baron of 
the Irish Exchequer ! was solicited, but they, apparently; 
only succeeded in demonstrating the existence of diffi- 
culties, of which the landiords were only too conscious 
before. | 

Three letters in the present volume prove the difficulty 
with which the English landlords obtained even a frac- 
tion of their Irish rent, and the last of the three indicates

! He married Maud (Plunket}, | Sir Gilbert Talbot mentioned here- 
widow of Sir R. Talbot, ancestor after. 
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that they quite despaired of collecting the arrears due to 
them, seeing that they were willing to forgive the past 
entirely, in the hope of regular payments in the future. 

In 1470 the absentee owners evidently gave up all P. 248. 
hope of receiving their rent of 13 marks directly from 
their lessees, and they therefore leased all their interest 
in the annual pension to one James Sherlock, for a yearly 
payment of nine marks. This man had for a long time 
previously acted as Irish agent for the English Convent, 
and evidently looked forward to a clear yearly profit of 
four marks; but after being in possession for a year or 
two, he writes to the Prior of Christ Church: “hit is 
* soo that Maister Gilbard Talbot, att his beyng nowe 
* in this lande, hath seisied in the seid tethynge and 
“in all other landys and tethynges that Tynterne 
* hath of your gyfte ; pretendyng his aunsetryes to be 
* founders therof, wher in dede Hervye Momorthe is 
" foundour." Sir Gilbert Talbot appears to have proved 
himself too powerful an opponent to be resisted, for 
from the date of the above-quoted letter no mention of 
the Irish estates is to be traced either in the registers 
or in the Treasurer's accounts. It is not impossible 
that his descendants may be in possession at the present 
day. 

From the numerous foundation deeds (ordinationes) Chantries 
of chantries which are contained in the Chapter archives 2nd Col- 

: c. . eges. 

a typical selection is printed in these volumes. The 
number is too great to allow of the publication of the 
whole collection, and, moreover, the multiplieation of 
examples would not contribute any fresh information on 
the subject of the foundations, endowments, and objects 
of these institutions. Since all chantries of the same 
type were endowed in a more or less similar manner, and 
similar duties were enjoined upon the chaplains, it has 
been thought expedient to give only one or two examples 
of each of the chief classes of these foundations. 
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Of the simplest kind are those where a well-to-do 
founder established an altar in the aisle of his own 
village church (Bocking, Ickham), and endowed it with 
an estate yielding an income sufficient for the support 
of one priest, who was bound to perform certain re- 
ligious offices on behalf of the founder and his nominees. 

More stately in form, but similar in kind and object, 
were those chantries which the Archbishops Arundel, 
Chicheley, Bourchier, and Warham endowed in their 
cathedral church ; in each of which cases chaplains were 
appointed to perform the daily offices at an altar near 
the sumptuous toinb of the founder for whose spiritual 
benefit the offices were recited. Another kind of chantry 
is indicated in the indented deeds by which the Chapter of 
Canterbury pledge themselves to provide commemorative 
services, for Archbishop Courtenay at Canterbury, and 
Dr. Chandler at Oxford, in gratitude for benefits already 
voluntarily conferred on them, without stipulation for 
this or any other kind of repayment. The annual cele- 
brations by which the Chapter requited the favour of 
King Richard IL who relieved them from the burthen 
of “corrodies” were of the same class as those last 
mentioned. 

On the principle that “tres faciunt collegium," those 
foundations which consisted of more than two members 
were named colleges, but where that number was not 
reached they were described as chantries. The colleges 
ranged in importance from the little rural establishment 
at Bredgar, where one priest presided over two scholars 
or socii, who were eligible for admission to their office 
at seven years of age, to the great corporations at Maid- 
stone and St. Michael's, London. "The former of these had 
provision for twenty-four members, and the latter con- 
sisted of four priests (of whom the rector of the parish 
was the chief) and a proportionate number of clerks and 
choristers. 
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At the end of the 14th century, and for some time 
after, it was held that a stipend of about ten marks, 
with a dwelling-house free of rent, was sufficient for 
the maintenance of a chantry priest. Thus at Bocking 
the chaplain was passing rich with an income of seven 
pounds and a house standing in a rood of ground. The 
third chantry priest at Maidstone was endowed with 
exactly ten marks, and, without doubt, rooms in the 
college. Again, although the priests of the Black Prince’s 
Chantry in the crypt of the cathedral had, between them, 
an income of twenty pounds and a dwelling in common, 
in their special case this sum was not found sufficient 
for their support, in consequence, probably, of the greater 
demands upon their pockets as chaplains of a royal 
foundation. We gather as much as this from the com- 
plaint of the Chapter, who state that, whilst the expenses 
amount to forty pounds a year ihey can only realize 
twenty pounds frum the manor of Vauxhall, with the 
profits of which the chantry was endowed ; and therefore 
they propose to resign their position of trustees, and to 
hand over the manor to the chaplains, and so to give 
them the opportunity “to make it as good as they kan." 
At Bredgar College the income and the expenses were 
so nicely balanced, that the founder foresaw a difficulty 
in finding money to pay for any extraordinary outlay 
which might be required for repairing the buildings, 
and he therefore, in his ordinatio, arranged that when 
the College became dilapidated, the Master might sing 
anniversary masses in other chantries of Bredgar Church 
—that is, he might condescend to become an annueller 
—“unum annuale per unum annum vel duo ad magis 
celebrare poterit"—the fees received for the obits to be 
applied for the restoration of the college buildings, In 
the case of the Bekesbourne chantry the income had in 
1363 fallen as low as six marks, farther diminished by 
the cost of & pair of spurs, which the priest was bound 
to present yearly to the founder’s heirs. As this small 
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sum could not suffice to provide a maintenance for the 
chaplain, Archbishop Islip consented to the transfer of 
the chantry to the archiepiscopal hospital of St. Thomas 
of Eastbridge in the City of Canterbury, with an addition 
of four marks, in consideration of the increased duties, 
to the priest’s stipend. But in 1375, seeing that ten 
marks with a dwelling was the minimum amount upon 
which the priest could live, the bare ten marks to 
which the income was raised proved to be insufficient 
to tempt any qualified person to take the office, and 
therefore Archbishop Sudbury, in lieu of providing a 
house, added five and a half marks of lodging money to - 
the salary. 

The process of endowment of an ordinary village 
chantry was simplicity itself: the founder, having first 
procured the licences which common law and the statute 
of mortmain demanded, settled real estate (Ickham), or 
a rent-charge purchased for the occasion (Bocking) upon 
the first priest, whom he himself nominated, and his 
successors ; giving by his foundation deed a power of over- 
sight—a limited trusteeship—to the rector and church- 
wardens of the parish ; who checked waste, and exacted 
continuity of the religious services prescribed by the 
founder. In those cases where the Chapter voluntarily 
undertook the eommemoration of their benefactors, the 
priest-monks of the monastery were told off in turn to 
officiate at the altar selected for the special services, and 
a small payment, amounting to about two pence for 
each mass, was made to them. 

A more complex process was of course necessary for 
the foundation of the larger colleges, especially when 
the endowment was derived from quasi-public funds, 
as for instance, when the profits of Northfleet Church 
were diverted by Archbishop Arundel to the support of 
his foundations at Canterbury and Maidstone. In these 
cases papal Bulls were required, permitting the diversion 
of the income, and providing for the maintenance of an

efficient vicar in the church, from which the income was 
derived ; and morecver the interests of the founder's suc- 
cessors required protection. 

The patronage of the chantries—the right to nominate 
the officiating priests—was always carefully provided 
for in the deed of foundation; in the case of small 
private chapels being usually assigned to the founder 
and his heirs, and in those of more importance being 
vested in a body of trustees, or in some never-dying 
corporation. 

The religious services, on account of which these 
foundations were established, were always carefully 
prescribed by the founder, and they differed but little 
in kind in the various chantries, but there was some 
variation in their frequency. It was usually required 
that the daily offices should be recited, including the 
vespers and nocturnes for the dead (the antiphons of 
which were Placebo and Dirige respectively); and, in 
country churches, the chantry priest was expected to 
act as assistant to the parish priest in the services of 
Sundays and festival days; so that by an increase in 
the number of ministers there might be some increase 
in the dignity of the ceremonies. It was often directed 
that the chantry priest should not be the rector or vicar 
of the parish, and that he should hold no benefice 
except his chantry; whilst at Bredgar, the founder 
ordered tbat neither of his boy-socii should act as 
parochial Aqua bajulus. 

The personal commemoration of the founders, and of 
those other persons whom they joined as participators 
with themselves, was secured by the insertion of their 
names in the blank spaces of the commemorative collects 
(orationes missales) of the various services prescribed. 
Sometimes it would appear that these collects were 
either composed for the occasion, or modified from those 
in the books of the offices, but usually those provided— 
then and now—by the Church were employed. Thus 
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when the founder was & Bishop, and still living, his 
name was inserted in the Collect. “ Rege quesumus 
* famulum twum presulem nostrum M. N., etc. ;” 
which was exchanged after his death for: “ Deus qui 
* inter apostolicos sacerdotes famulum tuum M. N. 
* 4neffabili tw dispositione commwmeran voluista, etc." 
The one collect, however, which was invariably em- 
ployed, in place of or in addition to the others, was that 
whose title was abbreviated in the deeds to '* Inclina” 
its first word; the complete text of which is as follows : 
* Inclina, Domine aurem tuam, ad preces nostras, quibus 
* misericordiam tuam swpplices deprecamur, ut ami- 
“mam famuli twi M. N., quam de hoc seculo nugrare 
* Jussisló, in pacis ac lucis regione constitwas, et 
* sanctorum tuorum jubeas esse consortem." 

King Henry VII., the founder of the grandest chantry 
in England, also appears twice in the same character in 
Canterbury Cathedral. In the first case, it was dis- 
covered, in the King’s seventh year, that the manor of 
Pamfield in Essex, with which, thirty years before, Car- 
dinal Bourchier had endowed his chantry at the altar of 
St. Stephen, was, at the time when the Cardinal conveyed 
. it to the church, in the hands of the then King, by virtue 
of a certain act of resumption, and therefore that the 
deed by which it was appropriated to the cathedral was 
worthless and void. The King did not, however, take 
the opportunity of dispoiling the church, bui he entirely 
subverted the Yorkist Cardinals foundation ; he allowed 
the Chapter to retain the manor as the endowment of & 
chantry, but in the commemorative collects of the daily 
masses the original founder’s name was erased and that 
of the King, the secoud founder—the Chapter style him 
precipuum fundatorem—was substituted for it. 

The deed by which the Chapter bound themselves, 
under a penalty, to maintain the services of this renewed 
chantry, is printed in the present volume, but want of 
space has excluded a longer, and & more kingly deed, 
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by which the same King settled an annuity upon the 
Chapter, who in return undertook to celebrate the 
founder's anniversary, with ceremonies of unusual pomp. 
The instrument by which this arrangement was assured 
consists of about 24 pages of parchment, of quarto size, 
bound into the form of a book, the oaken boards of 
which are covered with dark blue velvet, and enriched 
with clasps of cast brass and large bosses of the same 
material taking the form of Tudor roses and the Lan- 
castrian portcullis. The upper part of the boards is 
cut into an undulating pattern, to indicate that the 
document is an indenture; and the seals of the King, 
of the Abbot of Westminster, and of the Mayor of Lon- 
don are attached to this copy, which remained penes 
Priorem, Ecclesi Christi, the fourth contracting party. 
The terms of the agreement, which is in the form of a 
quadripartite indenture, are written in the vernacular, 
and are as follows: The Abbot, on the King’s behalf, 
promises to pay to the Prior of Christ Church an annual 
rent of 131. 6s. 8d., and the Prior, in return, undertakes . 
to celebrate the King’s anniversary on 11th February 
in each year as long as he lives, and on the day of his 
death, when that happens. It is also agreed that the 
King’s mother shall be commemorated as long as she 
lives, and that the souls of the King’s father, of his 
wife, and of his deceased children shall be mentioned 
in their appropriate places. The ceremonies of the obit 
and mass of Requiem are thus prescribed : 

** They shall come into the quere of the Church, in the evyn 
next before the day of suche anniversarie, and there, with note, 
synge solempnely Placebo and Dirige, with nine lessons, and 
Laudes, with the orationes following, etc. . . . . Andalso 
the seid Prioure shall yerely, for ever whilst the world shall 
endure, provide, ordeigne and have, at every suche anniversarie, 
an herce, to be set in the myddes of the High Chauncell of the 
same Metropolitan Church, before the high altar; covered and 
appareled with the best and most honorable stuff in the same 


Metropolitan Church convenient for the same; and also four 
tapers of wexe, every of them weying eight pounds, to be set 
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about the same herce, during all the time of every such Placebo, 
etc. And ymmediately after every of the same high masses song 
and fynyshed, the Prioure of the said Church if he be present, 
and the Convent of the same, and in his absens the Supprior, etc. 
shall go to gedir in order unto the said herce, in most solempne 
and devoute wise, and they, so going therunto and stonding 
aboute the same, shall devoutely and solempnely singe this 
response: ‘ Libera nos Domine de morte eterna,’ etc., with the 
verses accustomed therunto; and after that ymmediately, then 
and ther, say the spalme ‘ De profundis clamavi,’ etc.” 

The collects, contrary to the usual custom by which 
they are only indicated in the deeds by their first word, 
are in this indenture set forth at full length, and are 
appropriately chosen for the several persons comme- 
morated. 

So large a proportion of the matter printed in these 
volumes now appears for the first time, that it may 
practically be said that they contain only inedited ma- 
terials; but it must be mentioned that a few of the 
articles are scattered through the Appendices of Somner's 
* History of Canterbury,” a disorderly collection of 
"paragraphs picked up from many sources, and printed 
without references; and also that Sir W. Trussell’s two 
speeches, that is to say, his sentence upon the younger 
Despenser, and his renunciation of allegiance to Edward 
II., are to be found in Knighton’s Chronicle. In this 
latter case it is probable that identical transcripts of 
these speeches were sent by the new government to 
all the great religious houses, to be kept among the 
muniments as a perpetual record of the events referred 
to; and that Knighton’s copy was taken from that 
supplied to Leicester Abbey, just as that in the present 
volume is derived from the official copy sent to Canter- 


bury.

To our Lord the King and his worthy Council his 
chaplains the Prior and Convent of Christ Church, 
Canterbury pray ; that whereas they own an annual 
pension of thirteen marks, to be annually received from 
the Abbot and Convent De Voto in Ireland, in con- 
sideration of the profits, oblations, and sundry reccipts, 
which one Nicholas, aforetime Prior of the said Church 
of Canterbury, with the assent of his Convent, gave 
and granted to the said Abbot and Convent from the 
tithes which they owned, accruing from several churches 
in Ireland, for an annual payment to the said Prior and 
Convert and their successors of the said thirteen marks, 
to be paid at the Nativity of Our Lady ; and now lately, 
by reason of a statute made in the parliament held at 
Guildford, the possessions which people dwelling in 
England owned in Ireland were seized into the King's 
hand, because they did not contribute to the defence 
of the land of our Lord the King there; may it please 
him for love of God and Saint Thomas the Martyr, 
and by way of charity, to issue a writ to the Justices 
aud Custodians of Ireland, so that they may deliver the 
said pension to the said Prior and Convent ; since it is 
a spiritual matter, and in no way, as a temporal estate, 
liable to forfeiture by the law.

sioners of the Lords and district of Prussia, to settle 
the compensations which must be made, and to all others 
who may be or ought to be concerned, greeting. Whereas 
the King our said Lord has written to us, by his letters 
under his private signet, that in the matter of & schedule 
(herein inclosed) baving the following tenor: “Item: 
dantur plures, &e." we, in case such things be so, should 
employ our pains and full diligence so that redress and 
reparation may be given in this matter, between the 
present time and the said first day of August. Which 
matter is to us so obscure (inasmuch as the names of the 
persons who have appeared before you as plaintiffs in 
this case are not set forth in the said schedule) that we 
cannot understand the extent of the charge, to which,

1079.—[AÀ SPEECH ADDRESSED TO THE COMMONS IN 
PARLIAMENT, | 


Our Soverain Lord the King, callyng to his ripe re- 
membrance the state that God of his grace hath stab- 
lysshed hym in, the cure and charge also whiche is 
annexed to the same, whereby he knoweth hym silf to 
be moost bounde of all the creatures of the world to be- 
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thynk, studie, and fynde the most convenable moyens mons in 
arna- 


and weyes that myght sette his people in ease, welthe, nent and 


world hath growen to abundance and richesse; and of asking 
the other side, bi discencion and discorde the grettest them to 
and mightiest reames and lordships have fallen to to the 
poverte and desolacion. The experience of this nedeth Sereness 
nat to be ferre fette, every man of this lande that is of invasion 
resonable age hath knowen what trouble this reame hath of France 
suffred, and it is to suppose that noon hath escaped but ended in 
att oo tyme or other his part hath be therein. Suche Uo reaty 
is the condicion of every body that the discrase of 00 quigny. 
membre distempereth all the other. The principall ocea- 
sion of this grete unrestfulnesse is now, thoruth Goddes 
grace and by the moost victorious prouesse of our Sove- 
rayn Lord, rotely taken awey and extincte, so that 
there can be lefte no colowr or shadowe of any matier in 
mannys mynde but that our Soverayn Lord is in dede, 
as he ever in righte sithe the tyme of the begynnyng of 
his regne was, sole and undoubted Kyng, verray and 
rightwis possessour of this lande. And how be it that 
this grete occasion of trouble and long dis-ease of this 
lande is by this moyen put aside and fordone, yet is 
there many a grete sore, many & perilous wounde left 
unheled, the multitude of riotous people which have att 
all tymes kyndeled the fire of this grete division is so 
spradde over all and every coste of this reame, comyt- 
tyng extorcions, oppressions, robberies, and other grete 
myscheves, that if for thaym a spedie remedie be nat 
founde it is to dowte that the prosperite, welthe, and 
richesse, so gretely desired, can nat be had nor purchased 
suerly to the Kyngs people. Than to remembre the 
moyen how thies idell and mysruled persones myght be 
reduced to thobeissance of the Kyngs lawes, or for thair 
incorrigibilite to have and suffre payne due therefore, or

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ellis utterly to be avoided and removed fro the places 
where thay cawse thies mischeves; in soth it is that, 
considered the state of the tyme, the multitude of the 
mysdoers, the redynesse of thaym to myschevous and 
adventurous dedys by custume had and taken therein 
duryng the tyme of this longe trouble and discencion, it 
can nat be thought that the rigour of the lawe for this 
seson shuld be the moost convenable remedie. For 
seeing how the people of this lande by inward werres 
and strayte execucion of the lawe is mynysshed, to 
the grete rejoyeng of the outward enemyes of the 
same, if than this sharp execucion of deth shuld be 
contynued upon all thaym that deserveth it, as it 
nedes must if noon other moyen can be founde to 
put thaym fram thair idell lyvyng, there myght happe 
within fewe yeres such distruction of people necessarie to 
the defence of the lande, that tne enemyes outward 
shuld gretely bee encouraged the rather to entre and 
assaile this reame ; which if thay soo did, it wold! be 
thought afore what charge, what coste, what jeopardie 
and perill, every inan must be put to for the defence 
of the reame and hymself, that defensible werre shuld 
be more ferefull, more chargeable, requyreng far gretter 
nombre of people than any arme to be sette outwards ; 
and than though peraventure the lande were appeased 
afore by sharp ministracion of justice, yet the comyng 
of the outwarde enemyes shuld put it eftsones out of 
peax, and all thinhabitaunts thereof in unsuretie of 
their inheritaunces, possessions, and lyves. Whether 
ther be cawse to doubte hereof or noo, it wold be 
well considered also howe the nexte adversaries of this 
lande, the Scottes, be allied and with whom; nat 
oonly by an olde ligue with the Frensshemen which be 
the grettest and auncien adversaries of this ream, but 
also nowe of late with the Danes; and what courage 
they have had to entre and trouble this lande her- 


1 shold ? 
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tofore the croniques and histories be openne. It is not 
to forgett the subtyll and crafty enterpruises of Lowes 
the Kyngs adversarie in Fraunce; howe ofte by his 
moyens hath he entred communicacion and &mbassades 
betwix our Soverayn Lord and hym, to abuse the 
people of this lande and to put theym in hope of peas 
and recompense for the Kyngs inheritaunce of that side, 
and howe atte alle tymes the Kynge hath be by hym 
illuded, never thyng reasounable by hym to the wele 
of this reame aggreed, nor effectually offered. It is to 
remembre what charges the Kynge hath borne to seeke 
and fynde there some convenient moyen of peas: how 
first Tharchbisshop of York that tyme Chaunceller, 
Therl of Essex the Kynges uncle, and other Lords and 
grete personages were with the seid Lowes att Hesdyn 
in the Duke of Burgoignes countree; after, Therl of 
Warwyck, right honourably atte the Kyngs hole coste 
&ccompaigned, was sent to hym in to Normandie; yet 
eftsones after, the Bisshopp now of Lyncoln, than of 
Rovchester, Prive Seal; whiche all coude never brynge 
any fruit fro thens, or comfort of any prosperous assured 
peas. Besides this many grete and solemne ambassades 
with dyverse prive messages have be resceyved of the 
Kynge, and atte his grete charge, fro his seid adversarie, 
upon trust of somme good to have mowe growen 
thereof; under coloure of the whiche the seid adver- 
sarie hath practysed, by sowyng of sedicion and pro- 
curyng inward werre, the destruction as ferr as in hym 
was of the Kyng and his lande. And if Lowes, for his 
owne imminent necessite or dainger, wold peraventure 
hereafter offre or graunt the Kyng any recompence, it 
is to be douted whether, his unstablenesse knowen as 
it is, he wold kepe suche appointements as he maketh. 
How that he hath delid with the Dukes of Burgoigne 
and Bretaigne, also with his owne brother, dyverse 
other princes and lords in like case, it is notoire; and 
if par cas he wold kepe his promesses so to be made 
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unto the Kyng, the likelynesse thereof whether he shuld 
be suffred so to doo wold be considered, seeyng the 
puissaunce of the seid two Dukes, whiche have shewyd 
theym self able nat oonly to make thore partie good 
ageynst hym, but also have put hym to the wors 
Than resortyng to the forseid entent of our Soveraigne 
Lord, that is to seie to restore his lande to his olde 
fame, honour, and renommee, and to brynge in peas and 
prosperite among his subgietts; when alle causes. that 
myght serve to this entent have be soughte, and in the 
largest wyse reasouned and disputed, there can be founde 
noon so honourable, so necessarie, nor so expedient a 
werk, as to sette in ocupacion of the werre outward the 
forseid idell and riotous people, undre the conducte of 
our Soveraigne Lord, the Lords, and Gentills of this 
lande; for so it is that though to every persone volun- 
tarie rest is more plesaunt and aggreable than labour 
by constrainct, namely in the dangerous fetes of werre, 
yet our Soveraigne Lord, of his knightly courage and 
tendre affection that he bereth to the honour of this 
lande, [and] the profett and wele of his subgietts, woll 
not spare to employe his owne persone in that that 
may best serve for the pacifieng of the londe inwards, 
the defence of the same fro the outward enemyes, and 
the encresyng of welthe and richesse to be had amonge 
his seid subgietts ; to the whiche his Highnesse hath at 
ale tymes sith the begynnyng of his reigne bee as 
couragiously sett and disposed, like as his good grace 
openned, in his last parlement holden in this same 
place, his entent theryn, as ever any Kyng of Englond 
hath or myght bee. And howe his princely purpose 
in that partie hath hiderto be letted by the most 
unnaturall inward trouble, that for that cause was 
compassed and moved ageinst hym by his owne sub- 
gietts, that shuld have assisted hym to the same, 
abused, and by subtill crafty and sedicious moyens, to 
their utterest power enforting the contrarie, it is notoire 
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and knowen to alle the world; and therefore concider- 
yng that the Kynges seid adversarie of Fraunce, which 
was the principall ground, rote, and provoker of the 
Kyngs seid lette and trouble, doth atte alle tymes lye 
in wayte to fynde a season how eftsons he myght putt 
the Kynge and hys lande oute of quiete and sueretie ; 
which, by cawse of his owne occupacions, he may not 
yet entende in his persone, but natheless solliciteth and 
stureth the Kyng of Denmark, also the Kyng of Scottes 
by his messages and ambassades now beyng in Scott- 
lond, to make the Kyngs werre, the trewes late with 
the seid Kyng of Scottes concluded to the contrarie 
natwithstondyng; it is thought to the Kyngs High- 
nesse most expedient, that rathe than he shuld abide 
the defence of the werre atte home, and leve his lande 
in the jeopardie that Rome stode in by the comyng of 
Hanyball out of Cartage, he shuld manly prevent his 
adversaries, and, like as Scipio, whan the Romanes 
were in dispair of their defence in their owne contre 
ageynst Hanyball, departed fro Rome and went to Car- 
tage and victoriously behad' him there, to the grettest 
comforte of the Romaynes that he came fro; right soo 
our Souverayn Lord thynketh that [he], considered his 
just and rightwys title whiche he hath to the corone 
and reame of Fraunce, whereof a grete partie was but 
in late daies in the possession of Englissh men, seeyng 
also that he hath largely doo his parte in requisicion 
of justice or of some resounable recompence in that 
partie, as is aboveseid, coude doo? thynges better for 
the recomforte sewertie and welthe of his subgetts, 
than, now havyng noon other remedie, to entre and 
begynne in his owne quarell a werre in tho parties 
ageinst the seid adversarie, for the recoverie nat oonly 
of the duchies of Normandie and Guyenne, but also 
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of the corone of Fraunce, whereunto there was never 
season afore of like disposicion and towardnesse. For 
so it is that whan the Kyng coude nat fynde with 
the seid Lowes bi alle the forseid costeley and charge- 
full ambassades but fraude, deceipte, and illusion, his 
Highnesse, of a grete prudence and foresight, purchased 
alliaunces and amyties with two the myghtyest princes 
of Fraunce, the Dukes of Burgoigne and Britaigne, to 
lis grete charges and costs, amountyng above the 
somme of cmilz., and that for thentent of the ame- 
niashyng of the puissaunce of the seid Lowes, which 
hath evidently followed, and this yere is notorily pro- 
vid and founden, in so moche that the weld! of the 
seid two Dukes hath put the same Lowes and all his 
hoste to dishonour and rebuke, the other the Duke 
of Burgoigne hath goten in dyverse parties of the 
londe many seigneuris and places, and specially in Nor- 
mandie all the Counte of Ewe, which he offreth, by 
his ambassadors nowe beyng here present, to delyver 
unto the hands of our Soveraigne Lord if hym lyke 
to sende a puissaunce to receive it. Wherefore, seeyng 
that thies two princes all this last sommer have made 
hym myghty partie; that oon put hym out of his 
contre with rebuke ; that other, the Duke of Burgoigne, 
hath layen longe tyine upon the grounde that is undre 
obeissaunce of the seid adversarie, and provoked him 
to fight, which hiderto he ne wold ne durst at any 
tyme doo, but suffred thaym to distroye his playen 
contre, to gete upon hym castellx, forteresses, and 
stronge townes, and never made defence by any puis- 
saunce brought by him to the feld, it is unlike if our 
Soverain Lord also come with his might that the seid 
Lowes woll or may abide it, but that of likenesse the 
Kynge shall mowe acheve thentent of his conquest, 
without grete effusion of Christen blode, or any resist- 
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ence able to recountre alle the seid puissances. To 
this most honourable work the seid two Dukes of Bur- 
goigne and Bretaigne do daily labour and solicite our 
Soverain Lord by thair lettres and ambassades ; desir- 
yng his Highnesse to entre and chalenge the right that 
to hym apparteigneth in Fraunce; offryng thaym self 
to the Kyngs assistence in that quarell so largely as afore 
this daies was never lyke offre made by any estraunger, 
like as in partie it may appiere bi certain chapitres of 
instruccions yeven to the Lord Grutehuse bi the said 
Duke of Burgoigne, &nd by other overtuers openned on 
the behalve of the Duke of Bretaigne, which be here 
redy to be shewyd and redde. Besides this avauntage 
and commodite that the Kyng may have in his said 
conquest bi thies two princes, it is to be noted that 
the Kynge of Aragon, which is also allied to our Sove- 
raigne Lord, maketh, and woll contenue, actuall werre 
ageynst the said Lowes, and hath goten upon him the 
Counte of Rousillon. "There be also dyverses other grete 
lords, which have so grete a mystrust and diffidence of the 
seid Kyng Lowes, and have ben by him gretely wronged 
and injured, that withouten dowte woll be redy atte 
the Kyngs comyng to purswe the same werre. What 
honour, availe, and profect is like forthwith to growe 
and enswe upon enterpruise to be taken by the Kyng 
in Fraunce, if he may be of his owne subgietts assisted 
as it apperteigneth, it is light to undirstand; con- 
sideryng that the state that this lande was in afore 
that that cuntre was lost, and in what case it hath 
stonde sithen. It is not unknowen howe there be 
there right welthy and necessarie porte for the wele 
of marchandise and the maynteignyng of the nave of 
this lande, thei be suche, that now beyng out of the 
handes of Englisshmen, causen the grettest annoyance 
that the Kyngs subgietts have by the see; for Bre- 
taigne standyng as it dotb, iff Normandie and Gas- 
coigne were Englissh, the Frenssh partie had not

where to kepe any navie. What good goith yerely 
oute of this londe to the enrichyng of the adver- 
sarie partie for paying of saufconduitts, which all shall 
sease if this werk goo forth. The Kyng also shall 
not than nede to purveie att his so grete charge as 
he doth now for the kepyng of the see, whereunto 
neyther the subside, ne tonnage, nor pondage can 
suffice and it were moche more then itis, the Frenssh 
navie beyng so myghty, and maynteigned in manere 
as it hath be this yere, though he had the Ester- 
lyngs reconsiled unto this lande ageyn, whereof the 
Kyng is put in good trust and hope. Many gentil- 
men, as well yonger brothers as other, myght there 
be worshipfully rewarded, and inhabite that londe for 
the sure garde of the same; the men of werre, that 
had none other purveaunce, to be sette in garisons and 
lyve by thair wages, which ells were like to con- 
tenue the mischef in this lande that they do nowe. 
And be it well reniembred, how that it is nat wele 
possible, nor hath ben seen since the Conquest, that 
justice, peax, and prosperite hath contenued any while 
in this lande in any Kings dayes but in suche as have 
made werre outward. Example by Kyng Henry the 
First, Henry the Secunde, King Richard the First, 
Henry the Thirde for the tyme he werred oute, 
Edward the First, and Edward the Third, Henry the 
fifthe usurpour, and Henry the Sixth which also 
usurped. Which last Henry in his daies, notwith- 
standyng his simplenesse of witte, stode ever in glorie 
and honour while the werre was contynued by yonde; 
and, that left, successively all fell to decay. Right 
so it happed in olde daies at the Citee of Rome; for 
after that Cartage was clerly overthrowen and dis- 
troied, the residue of the world obeying the Romanys, 
they nat havyng werre with any contre outwards 
where thay might sett thayr warrely purpose in 
ocupacion, fell amongs thaim self to suche division 
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and inward battaille, that finally they were brought 
to ruyne and desolacion. Therefor in avoidyng fram 
this lande the contynuance of that perill and myschief, 
seeing besides whate grete avauntage and profittez, 
of liklynesse may enswe to the same by entryng into 
the werre of Fraunce, if thoportunitie of this season 
be taken and entended, whereof the like was never 
seen be fore nor shall mowe of liklyhode be had here- 
after; it is thought to our Soveraigne Lord and his 
co(u)nsell that this matiere aughte to be pondred and 
peysed with all diligence above all other; for if it 
shuld so happe, as God forbede, that thies princes 
whiche be entred so ferre in this werre, callyng upon 
the Kyng to come and chalenge his right, promittyng 
thaire aide and assistence, shuld nat atte this tyme 
be effectuelly herde, but stand in their owne quarell 
allone, oon of three thyngs must nedes enswe; either 
thay to bee enforced to fall att appointment with the 
seid Lowes; or elles to contymue the werre in thair 
owne names; or, if thair necessite were suche, to calle 
uppon some other princes to chalenge the corone of 
Fraunce ageinst the seid Lowes; whereyn, in cas they 
prevailed, no dowte but it must nedes be thought it 
myght nat redunde to oure wele, but rather gif thaym 
cause, after that thai be relinquisshed of this lande, 
to bee right extreme enemyes and adversaries to the 
same; for a gretter enemy may no man have than 
he may make hym self of his frend. And if in the 
seid cas of contynuyng of werre with the seid Lowes 
of Fraunce, the Kyng for lack of assistance nat 
adjo[i]g[n]ing hym selfe therunto, the Dukes of Bur- 
goigne and Bretaigne shuld happe to be overthrowen 
and discomfett, and the French Kyng have the vic- 
torie, it is no dowte but [in] after tyme the seid 
Frenshe Kyng and his successours shuld be more 
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myghty for Englisshmen to dele with than thay have 
been in yeres here before, consyderyng the grete 
landes and riche lordshipps whiche shuld falle unto 
their hondes by the overthrowe and discomfett of the 
seid two Dukes, bi the whiche [the] adversarie(s) 
might and power soo encresed, seeyng that the myght 
of Denmark and Scottland is unied bi alliaunce to the 
same, it were like that nat oonly all sure passage, 
and entre cours of marchandise in especiall exercised 
in the parties of the seid Duke of Burgoigne, whereby 
the people of this reame have bee entre enriches and 
prospered hiderto, shuld incontinent be withdrawen 
fram tham and utterly ceasse; but also this lande, 
so envirouned of myghty adversaries, destituee of his 
olde frends, stande in grete(r) dowte and peril than 
ever it did before; for the which to be eschewed, a 
seure and &n honourable remedie, if the premysses be 
well weyed and attended, may be purveied and had, 
to the grete honour and glorie of our Soverain Lord, 
the assured peas, and filicite of his liege people and 
subgietts. Wherefore William Alynton, and ye Sirs 
presentyng here the comminalte of this lande, sith ye 
have herde now and well understanden by what 
moyen the parfit peas of this reame may be moost 
honourably and assuredly recoveryd; with what 
myghty puissances, whereof the like was never offred, 
the Kyng for his conquest of Fraunce may be fermely 
served, aided, and assisted, by princes straungers; 
what ineffable triumphe, glorie, welthe, and richesse 
may growe thereby unto the Kyng our Soverayn Lord, 
his Noblesse, his true Subgietts; what dishonour, 
ymportable charges, and irreparable! damages may 
enswe if this soo oportune season be nat attempted and 
used, but suche inestimables offered refused; like it you 
therefore to considre the knyghtly courage, grete proesse, 
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and disposicion of our Soverain Lord the Kyng, whoos 
good Grace will eschewe payne, perell, ne jeopardie, for 
thaccomplisshment of the premisses; and therupon, in 
shewyng that ye bere towards hym and to the welthe- 
fulnesse of this his lande, ye will calle unto your 
remembraunces how lovyngly and kyndly the Comons 
of this lande have served and holpon before tyme as 
well thair Soverayne Lordes, his most noble progeni- 
tours, towards thair conquest in Fraunce, as other(s), 
usurpours uppon his corone here, whan noon such offres 
were made by any so myghty princes and lords estraun- 
gers; and will also remembre how grete fame and 
renoumme, with grete honour, welthe, and richesse, in 
suche werres aforne for suche conquest maigenid,' 
the nobly(s) of this lande, and also your fornefaders 
have purchased, and that the noblisse and ye now 
beyng, of this werre and conquest to be intended of 
liklyhode shall nowe purchase like fame, renommee, 
welthe, honour, and richesse; and thereupon to aide 
atte this tyme our Soverayne Lord in his ample forme, 
as the subgeitts of [this] reame have aided and assisted 
the seid progenitours and usurpours; so that he shall 
nowe thereby aichewe and accomplissh the fructuous 
effecte of his seid conquest, which the Kyng thorughly 
entendeth to execute withyn as breve tyme as he may 
convenably, with the grace of Almyghty God and the 
lovynge assistance of you his true subgietts.

it. Moreover, Sire, all those who disturb, or stir assist and give 
counsel for the disturbance of the peace and quiet of your land, 
or who assent to or show favour to it, are excommunicated by 
many Councils held by many Prelates of your land, as some of 
those who are in your service can tell you. And, Sire, because 
there is à common report that certain of your Councillors have 
advised you and prompted you to forcibly and speedily assail cer- 
tain Lords and others of your land, in breach of the peace of your 
land, contrary to the aforesaid points, to your great peril, and to 
the great terror of your people and damage of your kingdom, we 
beseech your most noble Lordship devoutly and heartily, and we 
warn you, in God's name &nd in the name of Holy Spirit, that 
from all such and all other dangerous acts, which may turn out 
to your dishonour and loss, and especially from all acts touching 
the nobles of your land, you may be pleased to desist, until the 
time of your said parliament at Westminster, according to what 
was formerly settled, as is said above; and also that you may be 
pleased to keep and maintain the peace and the law of your land, 
as you are bound to do by your said oath. And if there be any- 
one of your realm, be he peer or other, who may have committed 
an offence, or done anything against your Lordship that he 
ought not to have done, then let him come to your said parlia- 
ment at Westminster and make amends, and let him be duly 
punished according to the laws and customs of your land. And, 
on account of the great dangers which we perceive in the 
country, may it please your noble Lordship to reply by the 
bearers of these letters, so that we may be able to appease the 
public cry, and so that we may not be called upon to do more 
than belongs to our duty.

nott beyng desperate exceedyng the sayde summe, or both goodis 
and deuts exceding to gedere yn value the same summe, ye 
only, and not the sayde Bisshoppes, duryng only the tyme bere 
after lymyttyd, have and take the probate of the testament of 
the sayde testatour; and yeff the sayde testatour had no suche 
goodis oonly, or no suche deuts oonly, or no suche goodis and 
deuts to geddre, that then and yn that case, the sayde Bis- 
shoppes and their adherents oonly, and every of them with yn 
there diocese and jurisdiccions, have and take the probat of the 
testament of the sayde testatour, and that ye yn no wyse intro- 
mytte or medle with the same. And all suche order and direc- 
cionas we have takyn as above be twyxt yow and the sayde 
Bisshoppes, touchynge the probats of testamentis of ded 
men dyeing testate, the same order and direccion we woll be 
kept be twixt yow and them for the commyssion of admynystra- 
cion of the goodis and deuts of men dyeing intestate. This owre 
commaundement and ordinaunce to endure only by the space of 
thre yeres next cummyng after the date of these owr letiers;

Provyded alwayes, that this owr acte, 
wrytynge, and ordinaunce, made and devised for the pacyfyenge 
of the matier of variance dependynge yn traverse betwixt yow and 
the partyes abovespecyfied, for the tyme, as well for and uppon 
the growndes and causes above specyfied as for other considera- 
cions us specially movyng, be yn no wyse prejudicial! or hurtfull 
to yow, thaym, or any off thaym, yn yowr or thayr ryghts, tytles, 
possessions, prescripcions, custumes, or other interesse what go 
ever they be; but that the same be and stande yn suche state and 
condicion after the tyme above prefixed as hytt was before the 
wrytyng of these owre lettres; protestyng and expressly declar- 
yng, that this owr lettre shall nott be derogatorie to yow, thay m, 
or any of thaym yn the premysses, before eny juggis spirituall 
or temporall either withyn this owr reme or with owt, for the 
disseasyng of possession or interrupcion of any prescripcion.

[Bv THE Lorp ARCHBUSHOPE. | 

Please yt yowr noble Grace to understande, that I of late The Arch- 
have receyved yowr moost honorable letters, conteynyng dyverse reply to the 
poinctes concernyng me and my Churche of Cantrebury, yn the King’s first 
roatier of variance betwixt diverse suffragans of my sayde Church, 
plaintifes on the one partie, and me, partie defendant for the 
ryght of my Churche, on the other partie. In the which poinctes 
yf yowr Grace had made a determynat and finall direccion, me 
beyng absent, it myght have redounded to the greate and extreme 
prejudice of my sayd Church, wherfor I, perceyving that yowr 
Grace of yowr greate wisedom and goodnesse (nolwithstondyng 
the importune suet of myne adversaries) wold make no finall 
determinacion, ne bynde ine furthwith, but graciusly reserved 
me to myne answer, commandyng me to yeve aunswer to yowr 
Grace yn writyng by the xv'^ day of Aprill next then insuyng, 
in my moost humble wyse thanke yowr Grace for yowr saide 
goodnesse, and, according to the sayde commaundement of yowr 
Grace, I make aunswer to every thynge as yt here folowethe; 
which answor I beseche yowr Grace, for Goddes sake and Sauncte 
Thomas, to regarde and tendre. 

Wheras yowr Grace wol, yn the sayde matier of variance, that 
I and the sayde suffragans of my Church sholde bo contented, 
for the space of three yeres next folowinge, with suche ordinaunces 
as wer conteyned yn yowr Gracis sayde lettres, which restythe 
yn three poinctes. 


First: that,as toching hereditaments or rents, nether I nether 
they sholde medle to prove any testament bi reason of the sane, 
onles they be chatell. 

Secundaryly: that neither I neither thei sholde frohensforth 
make or depute, in any diocese, any praysers to prayse ded 
mennys goodys, for as moche aa by them hath been don uppon 
yowr subjecties diverse extorcions. 


Finally : that yeff the testator the tyme of his deth, oute of the 
diocese that he dwelled yn hadde, yn one diocese or dyvers 
dioceses, oute of suche exempte or peculiar jurisdiocions as do 
not immediately apperteyne to me or to my Church, only goodis 
excedyng the value of ten pounds, or only debtes not beyng des- 
perat excedyng the same some, or goodys or debtes to gidre 
excedyng the same somme, that I only, and not my sayde adver- 
garies, duryng the sayde three yeres, sholde take the probatt of 
suche testamentis. And yeff the sayde goodis, debtes, or both, 
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exceeded not the sayde somme of ten pounds, they, and not I, 
sholde prove the same testamentis. 


Pleace it yowr Grace, as tochyng hereditaments or rents not 
beyng chatell, at the commaundment of your Grace I am con- 
tent to take no probate of any testament by reason of them, when 
the testator may not by the lawe make his testament of them 
and dispose them for his sowle. 

As tochyng the seconde, which is, that neither I neither my 
sayde adversaries, suffragans of my Church, shall make any 
praysers yn any diocese to prayse ded mennys goodis; plece yt 
yowr Grace to undrestonde, that wher yn tyme paste yt was 
fownde by experience, that executors yn praysing of ded mennys 
goodis often tymys did defraude ther creditors by wrong estem- 
yng of ther goodis, yt was thouth necessary, both for wele of 
the testators soule, and for the payment of ther debtes, and 
specially for eschuinge of perjurye yn wronge praysing don by 
executors and other men, that do cause to prayse suche goodis 
parcially, to ordeyne yn every diocese an indifferent prayser. 
And by cause apparitors, beyng yn every dioces to call executors 
of suche testators as hath goodys yn dyverse dioces, wer thought 
moost indifferent, bycause they wer sworen uppon a boke before 
my predecessors or there officers for the tyme, or before me or 
myne Officers for my tyme, to make indifferent preising off 
testators goodis, therfor they wer thought mooste indifferent 
officers for that intent. Also wher yowr Grace wrytyth cf diverse 
extorcions don uppon yowr subjectis by the sayde apparitors ; 
yff any apparitor, by me or by myne officers assigned, from 
hensforth take of any executors, for praysing of any ded mennys 
goodis, any money or reward other than ther executora of ther 
free wyll and mere nocion wyll geve them, the apparitor so 
doyng shall both lese his office and restore the duble value of 
that that he hath receyved ; and in case he be not abull so to 
do, I promyse unto yowr Grace I wol make restitucion to the 
partis for hym my selfe; for I wolde be as sory as any man that 
any that longeth to me sholde do any extorcion or brybery, 
uppon any of yowr subjectis, or uppon any other strangers. 
The veraye cause why thadversaries of my Churche wol have no 
praysers of myne yn ther dioceses, is to thentente that I sholde 
have by that meanys no knowlege by them of the deth of 
suche men as have goodys in dyverse dioceses, and so sholde 
lose the probats of such testaments ; in so moche that one ot 
theadversaries of my Churche causyd an apparitor of myne, 
surmysing that he sholde take away a thynge of the value of 
sixteen or twenty pence, to be indicted of feolonye, and to be 
remeved uppon the saine, and sholde have ben put yn execucion 
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yeff I had not sued for his pardon ; and the sayed adversarye 
cyteyd on other apparitor ef myne to Reme, and made processe 
againste hym ther, and this was don for thentent only that al 
other schuld fere to take uppen them the office of an apparitor 
yn that dioces, to certyfye me of the testamentis of them that 
dyed havyng goodis yn dyverse dioceses. Wherfor, consydering 
ihat the setting aside of apparitors by all lyklyhede sholde 
cause great perjurye yn executors, the which wolde prayse or 
cause to be praysed at ther pleasur testators goods, by [which] 
creditors shall be defrauded of ther duetyes; and also, for lakke 
ef suche apparitors, I sholde have no knowlege of testaments of 
ded men that have goodys yn dioceses, by the which my Churche 
sholde be defrauded of her ryght, I trust verely, the premisses 
considered, yowr Grace woll not put a side suche apparitors, for 
as moche as I wolbe bounde for ther goode demenour as yt is 
foresaide. 

Thirdly: wher yowr Grace wolde that my sayde adversaryes 
&hold have the probat of all testaments of thoes that have 
goodys, or debts, or both, yn dyverse dioceses to the value of 
ten pounds, at the tyme of ther deth out of my sayde adver- 
saryes dioces, and out of such exempt and peculiar jurisdiccions 
as be not immediately apperteynyng to me or to my Church ; 
plese yt yowr Grace to undirstand, that wher my predecessours 
have ben yn possession time owt of mynde to prove the testa- 
ments of suche men that have goodys and debts yn dyverse 
dioceses, albeyt the valor of the sayd goodys or debts wer 
but of small sommes, as five mark, four mark, forty shillings, 
iwenty shillings, and further though yt wer but ten shillings, - 
T (to have love and pece with my sayde adversaryes) was con- 
tent at ther desire and request to graunt them the probats of 
the testaments of such testators havyng goodys or debts yn 
dyverse dioceses not excedyng the value of five pounds, what 
somme soever they wer of undre the sayd somme, with the 
which agrement they have alwayes ben contented, and yet 
wold have ben if -the Busshop of Winton, by his wordis, letters, 
and messengers, had not moved and stered them to conspire 
a yenst me defendyng the ryght of my Church, and not only 
by thes menes induced them to his purpose, but also by large 
and greate restitucions made on to them of the goodis of yowr 
moost noble fadre, for the which they sued unto hym, wher 
as other Busshopps whom he thowght my frendys, and also 
many power men, yn caas more resonable, suying to hym for 
rostitucions coude gete none of hym. Wherfor I trust that 
yowr Grace, of yowr justice and equyte, wol not yeve to myne 
adversaries, for ther stryvyng and variaunce with me and my 
Church, double that that at the moost they were contented 
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withall of ther own myndys yn tymys paste; also, wheras my 
predecessors wer at ther liberte to prove testaments by reason 
of goodys or debts yn dyverse dioceses to the value of ten 
shillings, I shuld not prove suche testaments yeff the sayde 
goodis wer of the value of ten pounds, which wer no lytyll pre- 
judice to the ryght of my Church. And wel assur I am that 
ther ys no man now levyng that can ever say that the suffragans 
of the See of Canterbury did ever desire to prove testaments of 
any man decessed, that hath goodis er debts yn dyverse dioceses 
above the value ef five pounds; and fayne they wold have ben 
contented with that somme yn tymes paste, the which they 
coude never opteyne of any of my predecessors. And wher as 
the arbitrators deputed be yewr Grace moved me to be con- 
tented, that my parte adversarie sheld prove all testamenta of 
suche men that have gooedis or debts yn diverse dioceses undre 
the value ef ten pounds, and I to preve ther testaments yf 
ihe valer of the sayde goodis or debts wer ten pounds or 
above; I aunswered then, that yeff the sayde arbitrators wold 
take yt en ther lerning and conscience, that the lawe welde 
that my sayd adversaries shuld have thes probate ef al the 
sayd testaments, or cls yf myne adversaries had shewed eny 
thyng by the which the sayd arbitrators shuld thinke yt war 
ryght, I wold be contented therwith ; the which arbitrators 
weld make me ne directe aunswer therunte; wheruppon I 
thewght, and so yet do thynke, they wol not take yt en ther 
conscience. And for as moche as they, that be not sworen to my 
Church, wel not take yt on ther lerning and conscience, I se not 
how that I, that am sworen te mayntayne the ryght of my 
Church, can agre therto, except I shold fall yn te epyn perjury. 
Furthermore, in case I sholde agre that my adversaries shuld 
have the probats of mennys testamentis havyng goodis or debts 
yn diverse diocises to the value of ten pounds, I muste also 
graunt to other My Lerdis ef the spiritualtie, which be my 
frendis, te prove testaments yn ther diocesis to the sayde somme 
ef ten peunds, for lothe I wolde be that my frendis shuld be yn 
worse casa then myne adversaries; and yf that I, after three 
yeres past named yn yewre Graces letteres, sheld deny to my 
frendis to have the prebats ef the sayd testaments to the valer 
ef ten pounds, I shulde make of them my foes, and, wher as new 
I have but three er four of the suffragans of my Church a yenst 
me, and se this shulde be no meanes to make unyte and peace 
yn the Church of Englende, but rather to make farthyr division, 
the which Iam suer yowr Grace wolde be ryght loth of; and 
80 yn this behalfe yewr Gracys direccion sholde yn thende of 
the sayd three yeres make me yn farre worse caas for the de.

yn the Corte of Rome as a colorsble tytle ef ther ryght, wher 
as they else have no thyng clerly to shew for them ayenst me 
and my Church yn ewr ryght. 

And whereas yowr Grace wrytyth that, by misconstruccion of 
such princes orators as be present yn the Courte of Rome, it 
myght redownd sumwhat to yowr Graces dishonour to suffur me 
and my sayde adversaries to tarye yn the sayd Courte; and 
wrytyth also that, for the great charge and burdon of the warres 
that yowr Grace and all other your subjecties now have, it wer 
not acordyng to have warre yn thes parties and to have variaunce 
and plee yn the Court of Romo betwene any of yowr subjecties ; 
undre reformacion, and with owt displesur of yowr Grace, whome 
as I take God to my jugge I have always and ever wyll be as 
loth to displease as any pover subgiet that yowr Grace hath, I 
thynke yt shallstande better with the pleasur of God, and also 
with yowr honour, to suffre us that be spirituall men, yn spiri- 
tuall causes, to have owr matiers determyned a fore the Hedde 
of the spirituall Court yn Rome, rather then to charge yowr 
Graces conscience, at the importune suet of myne adversaries, 
and to put my Church yn warse condiciou and farther from his 
ryght then yt hath ben theis three hundred and fifty yeres; and 
I thynke that God, at the intercession of Saint Thomas and al 
the patrons of my Church, shall the better eide and succur yowr 
Grace, and graunte yow victory a yenst enymyes yn thies yowr 
Graces warres, the rather that yowr Grace woll helpe Cristis 
Church of Canturbury, or at leste that yowr Grace put yt yn no 
worse case then yt hath ben yn the reigne of yowr noble pro- 
genitours. 

And where as yowr Grace wrytyth, that the direccion com- 
prised yn yowr gracius lettres shuld not only be extended to al 
myne adversaries, but also to agre with them whom I know not, 
for I know not what numbyr of adherents my sayde adversaries 
have, nother of what condicion they be (for they wolde be ryght 
glad to take to ther adherentis every man, be he never go sym- 
pull that wolde be redy to do me eny displesur) and I wolde be 
ful loth to put my matier yn doynge by twixt me and any such 
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simple person. Moreover, at such tyme as it pleased yowr Grace 
to commytte this matier of variaunce by twixt me and myne 
adversaries to certayne of the Lordis and other of yowr Graces 
counsell, yowr Grace spake no worde of any of their adherents, 
ne none of their adherents appered at any tyme afore yowr sayd 
counsell for the sayde variaunces. Also it becommyth me not 
to busye your Grace for any matier bytwixt me and any simple 
persones whos names and persones I knowe not. 

Ferther: wher as yowr Grace wrytyth yn yowr sayde most 
honorable lettres, that yn such doubts as shall happen to be 
moved uppon yowr Graces sayde direccions, the construccion and 
interpretacion ef the same shall be referred only to yowr Grace 
and te suche of yowr Graces counsel] as were deputyd to be 
arbitratours yn the sayde matier ef variaunce ; in this behalfe, 
after my pevre mynde, continuall business and trouble” shuld 
falle to me, for well assured I am that my sayde adversaries 
with their adherents wolde besily fynde doubts, and seke 
dayly and hourely occasions to call me from such fer parties of 
my diocese as it shall fortune me to be in, to come and to answer 
te such doubts as they wold fynde, and to suche interpretaciens 
as shuld be made by yewr Grace and yowr seyde counsell, 
albe yt yewr Grace and yowr Graces ceunseill were yn the 
ferthest parte of yowr reame. And yff the matier shulde 
hange bytwixt me and them yn the Courte of Reme, I shulde 
be treubled but ons or twies in a terme, and here, by my 
adversaries and their adherents meanes, I shuld stond yn 
doubts of trouble every houre; and whedyr it wer cenvenient 
that I shulde be yn this trouble by them and by ther adherentes 
yewr great wysedom can best judge. 

Where as yowr Grace wryteth, that yowr Grace doubteth not 
but that myne adversaries will be conformable un to yowr sayde 
Graces ordinaunce ; suerly I thynke the same, or els they were fer 
to blame, consideryng that they, withyn this yowr reame, shuld 
opteyne ayenst me and my Church, -by yowr sayde Graces orde- 
naunce, with owt any expence of money, and with owt any sute 
made at Rome, all their hole entent, the which nother they, 
nother any movyng lyke causes, coude opteyne ayenst the Church 
of Canturbury at any tyme yn the Court of Rome; and they 
owght of reson to be contended with the sayde ordinaunce, for 
by the same they shuldo have, from the ryght of the Church of 
Canturbury, to their use and profite, more by double then they 
or any of them, or any of their predecessours, have had yn tymys 
paste. And yeff the sayde ordinaunces were as beneficiall to me 
as yt is to them, or elles wer not so sore and hoolly prejudiciall 
to the ryght of my Church which I am sworne to defende, I 
wolde be as conformabull to the same as they; but this is all 
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beneficiall to myne adversaries, gevyng on to them peasible pos- 
session for three yeres, and prejudiciall tv me and to my Church, 
oute of possession contynued thyes three hundred and fifty yeres, 
and them yn to possession for three yeres, which wer never yn 
possession before; and that shulde appere more indifferent for 
both parties. 

And where as yowr Grace welleth and ordeynyth yn yowr 
seyde lettres, that yowr sayde ordinaunce shall not be preju- 
diciall en to me or to my Church after the lapse of the sayde 
three yeres, but that every thyng shall stande yn the same 
astate and condicion as yt did before the tyme of the sayde 
three yeres; after my power mynde, I see not possible that I 
and my Church (lakkyng the possession which we have hadde 
thyse three hundred and fifty yeres, and myne adversaries 
enyoyeng the same possession by the space of the sayde threo 
yeres which they never had before) but that my Church shuld 
have an inestimable prejudice; for doubtles all this importuno 
sute and sekyng of myne adversaries to yowr Grace is oonly 
to optayne possession, and to put me and my Church out of 
possession that we have so long tyme had. And, al be it the 
wordes yn yowr Gracis lettres be that I and my Churche 
shuld not be interrupted in owr possession, yet by’ the posses- 
sion of myne adversaries, beyng yn peseable possession for the 
space of three yeres, the possession of me and my Churche 
shulde yn verray dede be interrupted; for the wordes of yowr 
Graces lettres can not take away the dedis ; for yn dede they 
shuld be yn possession three yeres and I shuld be owt of 
possession, and men that shuld here aftre examyn this matier, 
yn the Courte of Rome or elleswhere, wolde lene more to the 
possession yn dede, then they wolde to the werdys of lettres ; 
wherfor I have undoubted cenfidence that yowr Grace woll 
not putt myne adversaries in possession; for, albe it they have 
heretofore grudged often tymes nyenst the sayde possession of 
my Church, yet yn the tyme of any of yowr pregenitors they 
coude never optayne it, nother yn the Courte of Rome ne yet 
by any arbitrements, I humbly beseche yowr Grace to be as 
good and gracius to the Church of Criste and Sainte Thomas 
as yowr noble progenitors have been, which at ne mane sute 
have at any tyme put my Church out of possession. 

Of this matier, sithens it tochith not me only, I have com- 
myned with my brethern the Prior and Covent of my Churche, 
which be alse cyted yn the sayde cause of controversye lyko 
wyse as I ham, how be it yt is the fyrst tyme from the funda- 
cion that ever the hole Church (as both the Prior aud Cevent) 
were sued for the ryght of the apiritualte, and yn no wyse I can 
brynge them to be agreable un to it, seying it concernyth aliena- 
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cion, at the leste for & season, ef ther ryght, withowt whose 
consent I may not agre to the sayde direccion, seying the plee 
touchith them as wel as me. 

Now, accordyng to the hygh commaundment of yowr Grace, 
I have shewed iny povre mynde, in all suche thyngs as yowr 
Grace requyred answere of yn yowr lettres, in my mooste 
humble wyse, besechyug yowr Grace to take everythyng con- 
teyned yn the same yn goode parte; for I take God to my 
judge I never intendid to do or sey that thyng that shulde be 
my wylle offende or displease yowr Grace yn auythyng, and 
veryly I truste yn the wisedom and sadnes of yowr Grace that 
ye wyll take noo displeasure with me for myne adversaries 
causes or sutes, and I am assured that yowr Grace, seying that 
I doo begynne no newe thynge, or do not sue any of my suffra- 
gans, but only defende the auncient possession of my Church as 
I am sworne solemply on a boke to doo, that yewr Grace wyll 
take noo displeasure with me doynge my duetye to my Churche 
yn this behalve, nother commaunde me to do anythyng that 
dothe not stande with the defence of the ryght of my Churche, 
where unto I am solemply sworne. And lyke othe as I have 
made for the ryght of my Church of Canturbury my suffragans, 
that nowe stryve with me, have solemly made, the tyme of ther 
consecraciones, for the defence and mayntenaunce of the ryght of 
my sayde Churche, which they geve solemly before they be 
sworen to their owne Churche; ut the which tyme also, of their 
othes so gevyn, my sayde Church was possessed peasybly, they 
knoweng of suche ryght as they nowe do impugne. Wherefor 
syns they were fyrst sworne to mayntayne the ryght of my 
Church, they owght not to go from that othe, seyng it was leful], 
though a contrary othe were afterwarde by them made, seyng that, 
be the lawes of Holy Churche, the fyrst liefull othe, eught te be 
kepte, and so they, more regardyng their wyll then there othes, 
care not to ryn yn open perjury. Yet my singuler truste is, 
yowr Grace wyll not be displeased with me standyng by my 
ryght yn avoydyng of perjury, and seyng that with ows perjury 
I cannot leve my ryght. The dryfte of myne adversaries ys to 
brynge me yn to displeasure of yowr Grace yf I shulde not do 
every thynge conteyned yn yowr Graces lettres, and yff I shulde 
do yt, ther they wold sey I were peryuryd, net defendyng my 
Churche according to myne othe, and to bryng me yn to the 
displeasure of Ged. But I truste, by the singuler goodnes of 
yowr Grace, and by thacceptavion of thys myne answer, I shall 
not fall yn the displeasure of God ue of yowr Grace ; for, next 
God, I ensure yowr Grace I wolde be as leth to displese yowr 
Grace as any creature lyvyng wolde be, though myne adversaries 
paraventure wolde move yowr Grace to beleve the contrarye. 
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And fer a fynall resolucion of the premysses, whatsoever thyuge 
yowr Grace shall commaunde me (that ys not contrarye to the 


hely canone which I am solemly professed to observe and kepe, obey t 


nothyr &gaine the othe made by me to our Holy Fadre the Pope 
at the tyme of my consecracion, nothyn contrarye to the ryght, 

tytle, interesse, and long possession of my Church contynued tyme 
owt ef mynde, the which I was sworne solemly uppon the Holy 
Evangelists to defende, kepe, and mayntayne at the tyme ef my 
translacion) I shall be as redy to obeye yewr Grace as the 
pewrest subjecte with yn yowr realme shall be at all tymes.

sentys of yow, fer yowr partye, and the ryght reverend faders yn 
God our ryght trusty and welbeloved the Busshoppesof Londen, 
Lyncelne, Chestre, and Excestre, on thother partye, toke uppon 
us te order, directe, appoincte, and appece the cause testa- 
menterye, hangynge yn contraversye and plee yn the Courte of 
Rome betwixte yow and the sayde Busshoppes, and that ther 
uppon we commytted the heryng of the seyde cause to certeyne 
of ewr counsayle, uppen whose reaporte we made certayne 
ordinaunces, direccions, and appoynctements, to endure fer the 
tyme betwixte yow and the sayde Bussheppes, as by owr other 
lettres centeynyng the sayde ordinaunces and direccions, 
severally addressed and delyvered to yow and the sayd Bis- 
shoppes, yt doth more largely appere; wyllyng and desyryng 
both yow and theyme, by the same owr lettres, not only to obey 
and observe the sayde ordinances, but also that every of yow and 
theyme, by yowr and theyr several] lettres, shulde certyfye us of 
yowr entents for thobservyng of the same. Wheruppen tho 
sayde Busshoppes and every of theyme for their partyes, accord. 
yng to theyr duetyes, by theyr several] lettres, with theyr 
meoste humble thanks for ewr labour en that behalve, certyfyed 
us that they wer contented and wolde effectually obeye and 
observe owre sayde ordinaunces, and every poyncte of theyme, 
accerdyng and after the tenour of our sayde lettres comprysing the 
same ; and, ye fer yowr partye, usynge certeyne delayes, excuses, 
and not allowable of reason, refused te obey owr sayde ordinaunces 
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and direccions, wherof we can not a lytle mervayle, seynge 
that ye, as above, assented that we shuld order the sayde mater 
as it shuld be thought moost convenient. and that we not only 
toke uppon us so to do, but also, by thadvyse of owre sayde 
counseyle, to owr and their labours, have ordered and appeincted 
the sayde maters as above, the which, wel regarded and con- 
sidered, ye shuld not refuse, but effectually kepe and obeye 
theym, thought it wer but only at owre desyre and pleasir; 
wherfor we, eftsones, wol and desire yow, that, withowt fartheyr 
delaye, excuse, or contradiccion, ye effectually stand to, kepe, 
and ebeye our sayde ordinaunces, as farr as they do touche yowe, 
and, immediately uppon the receipte of these presents, to 
certyfye us, by yowr lettres,of yowr conformyte te the same.

Please it yowr moost noble Grace to undrestande, that I have 
receyved yowr moost honorable lettres, dated at yowr Cytie of 
Cantrebury the xxij. day of this present monethe, yn the which 
yowr Grace wrytyth that yn a variaunce betwixt certayne suf- 
fragans of my Church and me, by thadvise of diverse of yowr Graces 
counsayle, yowr Grace made certeyne direccions for pacifyeng of 
the sayde variaunce for a tyme, with the which yowr Graces 
ordre myne adversaries (as they havo certyfyed yowr Grace by 
their lettres) be contented. And ferther yowr Grace wrytyth 
that yn my fermor aunsuer made on to yowr Grace yn this 
behalfe, I seme not to be so agreable to yewr sayde ordinaunces 
as myne adversaryes be, but that I use delayes. Yowr Grace 
wrytyth also, that at yowr plesure I shuld have be as con- 
formable therunto as they be, commaundynge me, eftsones, to 
certyfye yowr Grace of my mynde yn this behalfe. 

Please it yowr Grace to undrestande, that thia matier tochith 
as wel my brother Prior of my Churche of Cantrebury and the 
Convent of the same as me, for they be as well cyted to Rome 
by the Busshoppe of Winton to answer to this matier as I am. 
And the fyrst aunswer that I made unto yowr Grace yn this 
matier was made by thayr consents, from the which I can not 
conveniently varye, ther myndes and consents unknowen in 
that behalfe. And yn the sayde fyrst aunswer ther is aunswer 
made at lenght to every poyncte and article comprised yn yewr 
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. Bayde direocions, as by the same aunsuer yowr Hyghnes may 
wel perceyve, yf yt might lyke the same at a convenient lesur 
to peruse and rede it. How be it my sayde adversaries, per- 
ceyvyng yowr Grace to be so greatly busied with this yowr 
Grace(s) interprese that for lak of lesur yowr Grace can nothir 
rede yt nor yet hyere my sayde aunswer, have surmised my 
sayde aunsuer io be colerable, and that I shulde use excuses and 
delayes, whoys parciall reportes and sinistre informacions ayenst 
me yn that behalfe shulde nowe sone appere evidently to yowr 
Grace, yf my sayde fermor aunsuer mought be well seen herd 
and considered. Wherfor trustyng in the greate goodnesse, in- 
different equite, and singuler wisedom of yowr noble Grace, 
I moost humble beseche yowr Grace to vonchesafe at yowr best 
lesure to take the paine to have the hirynge and trewe re- 
lacion of the contents of my fyrst aunsuer, wheruppon I trust 
yower Grace, of yowr moost noble and indifferent equite, woll 
yudge the same aunsuer to be reasonable, and myne adversaryes 
to be mere importune, in suyng to yowr Grace for yowr so oft 
wrytynge to me yn this matier, than! reson or juste cause 
requirythe ; and yf they can shewe any thynge conteyned in 
any parte of the sayde former aunsuer made to yowr Grace to 
be contrarye to reason, lawe, or good conscience, both my sayd 
brethren the Prior and his Convent and also I mought be 
resonably put and dryven to a ferther aunswer. 

And wher as myne adversaryes have informed yowr Grace (as 
it apperith yn yowr Graces sayde lettres), that I use delayes 
yn my sayde aunswer; yowr Hyghtnes not offended, he that 
offerith hym selfe, as I do yn my fyrst &unswer, to do al maner 
thinge at the commandement of yowr Grace, which I may do 
(not doyng contrarye to the solem othe that I have made to my 
Churche for the maintenaunce and continual defence of the 
ryghts libertyes and privileges of the same, nor losyng the 
possession that my sayde Churche hath had and enjoyed this 
three hundred yeres and more) yn myne opinion usith no 
delaye, but playnly offerith hym selfe to do as moche and as 
farre as he may, withowte the offence of God, and jubardy of 
conscience. And Ise not what larger offers my sayde adver- 
saryes can of reason require of me then be conteyned as wel yn 
my seyde fyrst answer as yn this, except they wolde have me te 
consent to peryurys, and to the los(s)e of the ryght of my 
Churche ; for, by the same my fyrst answer, I offerred my selfe to 
be agreable to al thynges conteyned yn yowr sayde direccion, 
that I may consent unto savyng myself from peryury, and 
savyng the lenge contynued right of my Churche. I irusb 
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therfor, of yowr singulier wysedom, that yowr Grace wol not 
be displeased: thowght that I more regarde and ponder the 
defense of the ryght of my Churche, and thebservance of myue 
othe in avoydyng peryury, than to condescende te suche thynges 
as, with the perpetuall prejudice of my Churche, shulde re- 
dounde to the singulier plesurs and profecte of my adversaries, 
which, as yowr Grace wrytyth, be conformable to yowr Graces 
direccions ; wherof is no marvayle, considering that it tochith 
their singulier and privat lucre, and yf I shuld consent to the 
same, they shulde have that (that) they, ne yet any of their 
predecessors, ever had, to their greate advantage and profecte, 
and my extreme damage and prejudice, besides the deregacion 
and amission of the ryghts, liberties, and prerogatives of my 
Church; and thowght they, for the execucion of their myndis, 
car not to what incenvenients they mought brynge me, yet I 
doubt nct but yowr Grace, of yowr moost abundant goodnesse 
and singulier wisedom, and for the great devocion that yowr 
Grace beryth to that holy Martyr Saincte Thomas, which 
sufferl deth for the defence of the ryghts of the Church, wol 
not, at thimportune suets of my &ayde adversaryes, commande 
me to consent to any thyng by reason wherof I shulde falle 
ynto veryury, or lose any parte of the ryght off my sayde 
Church, consydering that yt hath ben se longe possessed of the 
same; but rather yowr Grace wol assist yt, as yowr noble pro- 
genitora have don yn tymys passed; and for suche your gracius 
assistance I trust that God and Saincte Thomas, with other holy 
patrons of that Church, shall rewarde yowr Grace, (wher as I 
cun not) and sende yow victory of al yowr enymes. 

I mooste humbly beseche yowr Grace to take no displeasure 
with me for other mennys causis, nother for other mennys 
importunat suets, for 1 move no businesse a gainst any man 
but only, accordyng to myne othe, defende the ryght of my 
Churche ayenst my adversaries, that wolde do injuryes and 
wronges to the same; which be sworen also to defende the 
same ryghts of my Church, albeit that they, contrarye to ther 
othes, seketh meanys, by subtill drifts undre colorable sur- 
myses, to impugne it, wherof men, wel lernyd and havyng 
good conscience, knowynge the parill of peryary, marvaylith 
not alitle; and it may ryght well appere to yowr Grace, that 
My Lorde of Wynchester alwey sueth more to yowr Grace for 
my vexacion and trouble yn myne absence than when I ham 
present; for yn myne absence, by hys importunat suets and 
colorable surmyses, he opteinethe yowr Graces lettres to me, 
as he dud yowr fyrst lettres when I was absent at Cantrebury 
by yowr Graces commaundment ; and now also, at yowr Graces 
beyng theire, he hath opteyned yowr seconde lettres to me beyng 
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absent her at London yn yewr Graces sorvise. When Iham present 
with yowr Grace and mowght aunswer by mowin mere at 
large, he leyeth few thyngs to my charge, wherfor I mooste 
humbly beseche yowr Grace, that yef tho sayde Busshoppe of 
Wynton, by hymselfe or by hys procurynge, make any further 
suet, labor, or business towards yowr Grace yn this matier, 
to commande me to com before yowr Grace, athisside the see, 
or beyende (yff it shall so stande with yowr Graces plesure) 
and to make answer presently for the right of my Church, 
rather then yowr Grace shulde any more be discased after this 
maner by his importunat suecte; for al his mynde ig by opteyn- 
yng of such lettres frum yowr Grace to me, from tyme to 
tyme, to induce yowr Grace to that opinion and mynd of me,

yowr Graces favor as moche. as yn hym lyeth, which I trust dine meo. 


yowr Graces goodnesse and singulier wisedom he shal nevyr 
do, seyng that yn al thynges concernyng the honor weale and 
security of yowr movst noble person, or the commune weallo 
of this yowr reame, and also yn all other thynges tochyng yowr 
moost noble plesure, not beyng contrary to myne othe, nother 
ayenst the longe and contynued possession of the ryghts of my 
Church, I have be, am, and alwey shall be as redy to obeye 
and accomplyshe yowr Graces commaundement as the lowest 
subjects yn yowr realme; and yf suche direccions as yowr 
Grace hath made by twyxt my sayde adversaryes and me wer 
sowndyng to the honor, wele, and securyte of yowr Grace, or 
for the avaunsyng of the common wele of yowr realme, er 
any other syngulier plesure of yowr Grace, and not for tho 
privat lucre and unlawfull desyre of my sayde adversaryes, I 
wolde be assone agreable and as conformable therunte as they 
or any of them. 

Paraventure it is thought that yn thabsence of yowr Grace I 
welde deale mere rigoriously with my sayde adversaryes than 
I wold yeff yowr Grace wer present; hewbeit I assuer yowr 
Grace, that howsoever ether men delyth with me or reportyth 
yn myne absence, yet I shall as soberly and as favorably erdre 
myselfe towardis my sayde adversaryes, ther deputies, and 
their causes, for tyme of yowr Graces absence as I conveny- 
ently may. 

I wolde wryte more largely to yowr Grace at this tyme, yf 
it wer not for consideracion of the great paynes and laburs that 
I perceyve yowr Grace susteine; the day and howrely yn this 
yowr moest great businesse, wher yn I beseche God to send to 
yowr Grace as great honor and as good fortune as ever had any 
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prince goyng a bewt suche businecse, and sery I am that yowr 
Grace shulde have so greate troble a bowte suche particular 
matiers yn the tyme of this yowr moste busines.

Mooete dere and moste intierly beloved wyffe, we commende 
us unto yow yn ewr mooste hartyest wyse, desirynge and pray- 
eng yow that, callyng before yow the moste reverende fadre yn 
Ged the Archebusshop ef Canturbury, owre Chauncellar, and 


| three or four of the personages ef owre councayle attendyng 


uppon yow, ye shew to owre sayde Chauncellar, that, where we,

and direccions, which, by thadvice of owre counsayle, we have 

takyn and made yn the cause testamentary hangyng yn contro- 
versy by twixt hym and certayne other Busshoppis his brethern, 
and that heshuld by his lettres have certyfyed us of his agre- 
ment and conformyte to the same, yet hath he to neyther of owre 
sayde lettres made any suche answere, to owr grett mervayle, 
seyng that by hys assent we toke the sayde matier ynto owr 
handys, and by owre commaundment he and his sayde brethern 
have not only contynued the sayde cause yn the Courte of Rome, 
wher yet yt so hangyth, but also, he and they shewed the causes 
of theyr claymes and tytles yn the sayde matier before owre 
counsayle, by whose advyse we made the sayde ordinaunces and 
direccions. Aud over this, we undrestand by owr Privey Seale, 
the Busshoppe of Wynchestre, beeyng here yn owr servyse, that 
yn his absence our sayde Chawncellar hath cyted, vexed, and 
troubled on Master John Incent, Commissary te our sayde 
Pryvey Seale yn Hamshyre, by cause, as he pretendeth, the 
same Commissary hath usurped, melested, and perturbed, the 
jurisdiccion of Canterbury. In consideracion of which pre- 
misses, we desyre and pray yow that, yn owr name and yn owr 
behalve, ye charge and commaunde owr sayde Chauncellar not 
enly to surcease of the vexacien of the sayde Master John Incent 
and dysmysse hym of the same, but also levyng all suche delayous 
aunswers, as he bath by hys lettres made to owr lettres yn 
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tymys paste, yn the sayde mater he obey owr sayde ordynaunces 
and direccions, and of his agrement and conformyte to the same 
he certyfye us directly and precysely by his lettres, as he wel 
avoyde owr displeaser ; and of the aunsuer that he shall make to 
yow yn this behalfe we pray yow to certyfye us by yowre lettres. 
Yeven under owr signet, at owr towne of Calyse, the xvj. day of 
July (anno Domini 1513).

Please yt yowr Grace that, for as myche as the Kyngs Highnes, The Arch- 
by hys moste henorable lettres dated at hys towne of Calyse the te Ps 
xvj' day of July last paste, wrote unto yowr Grace to calle me the Queen. 
before yow and certayne of hys honerable counsayle her, accord- 
ypng to the which his Graces lettres I was before yewr Grace on 
Sancte Laurence Evey last paste, Syr Thomas Levell and Syr 
Thomas Inglefelde then beyng present, at which tyme yowr 
Grace wylled me to make gunsuer to the contents of the sayde 
lettres; accordyng to the which yewr Graces mynde I make 
aunsuer yn that behalfe, yn maner and forme folowyng : 


Fyrst: wheras the Busshoppe ef Wynchestre, beyng yn the 
Kynges servyse, hath surmysed to the Kynges Grace that yn 
hys absence I shuld cyte, vex, and trouble, one John Incent, 
hys Commissary, uppon pretense of usurpyng and melestyng of 
the jurisdiccien of my Church of Cantrebury: wher untoI ansuer 
an verbo sacerdocti, that I never cyted, vexed, nor treubled the 
sayde John Incent, nor wylled caused, ner consented, that any 
officer of myne, or yet any other person, by me or my meanes, 
for any maner ef cause shuld trouble er vex the saydo John 
Incent, or any other belongyng to the sayde Bussheppe; but I 
have expressly commanded myne offycers, that nother they, ne 
yet any of theyme, shuld yn the absence off the sayde Busshoppe 
vexe or trouble any of his offycers, as my sayde offycers can and 
woll depose yeff they be theroff examyned. And though that 
any of the sayde Busshoppes offycers had, percaas, by their lettres 
otherwyse informyd hym that I had vexed or troubled theyme, 
yet, uppon there lyght informacion and surmyse, he shuld not 
lyghtly have informed the Kynges Grace a yenst me of so un- 
trewe a mater. Wherfor I humbly beseche the Kynges Graee, and 
yowrs alsoo, to yeve to the sayde Busshoppe the lesser credence, 
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ynsuche maters as he shall informe yowr Graces of a yenst me 
yn tyme to cum, for he forceth lytle what he sayth, sg as he, by 
hymselfe or by any other meane, may hynder mo yn any behalfe. 

Also, wheras the Kynges Grace wryteth that yowr Grace 
shulde commaunde me to surcease from farther troublyng of the 
sayde Incert: I nede not to be commaunded to surcease, for I 
never began any trouble ayenst hym, and yff the sayde Inoent or 
any other offycer of the sayde Busshoppe begyn not a yenst me, 
yn troublyng vexyng and interruptyng the ryght and tytle ef 
my Churche of Cantrebury, I wol yn no wyse intromytte with 
theym ; but yff they begynne, then I must nedys defende the 
ryght of my sayde Church, accerdyng to my othe, er ellys I 
must falle ynto peryury, which I am suer ys not ihe mynde of 
ihe Kynges Grace ne yet yowrs. 

Whereas yt ys conteyned yn the sayde lettres of the Kynges 
Grace, that I shulde leve delays, and use dyrecte aunswers 
te suche lettres as hys Grace hathe dyrected te me yn 
tymes paste, for the mater of varyaunce betwixt the sayde 
Busshoppe and me; as ther unte I have al redy made, unto al 
such artycles as were comprysed yn the sayde lettres, as resolute 
and as & determynate aunswer as my power wytte, with thadvyse 
ef my lerned counsel, cowde extende to make, and yff the 
sayde Busshoppe can shew any artycles comprised yn the 
Kynges lettres to which I have not yet made a resolate and a 
perfecte aunswer, uppon the shewyng of any suche article or 
articles, I shall make a more resolute aunswer ther unto, yf I 
er any of my counsayle can any suche devise, which thyngo I 
suppose wolbe to gret a difficulte fer theym or me te de, for I 
wote not what a more resolute or playner aunswer I cowde make 
than ys alredy made yn myne aunswers to the Kynges lettres 
aforeseyde, wherein I offer my selfe to obeye to al suche 
determynaciens and erdinaunees off his Grace as Il may, my 
solempne othe gevyn to my Churche saved, and also the ryght 
of the same for three hundred yeres and more eontynued not 
hurtyd, as by the same aunswer yb may more largely appere. 
And theugh I of myne owne simplenes (which God forbede) 
wold agre to tho hyndryng or losse of tho ryghts ef my sayde 
Churche, and so to fal] yn to perjury, yet I doubte not but that 
nother tho Kynges Hyghnesse ne yet yowr Grace, of yewr bothe 
singular goodnesse and oonscience, wolde commaunde me to 
geve suche aunswer, by the which I meught other falle yn to 
perjury, or yot lose the ryghts of my sayde Churche. And I 
gretly mervayle that the sayde Busshoppe woldo trouble not 
only the Kynges Hyghnesse be yend the see, but also 
yowr Grace and the Kynges counsayle here, yn thys tyme 
specially off so gret besinesse, with suche untrewe surmyses 
and symple particular maters conoernyng hys sayde Com- 
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myssarye, beyng untrewe, wherby yt may well appere, that 
he more pondereth and more regardeth hys owne privat causes, 
than he dothe the prosperous advauncyng of the Kynges moost 
noble armye, or tha common weale and defence of the reame; 
and yff he may have audience from tyme to tyme gevyn unto 
hym of the Kynges Hyghnesse and of yowr Grace yn makyng 
anche lyght and nntrewe surmyses a yenst me, he woll seke 
eccasions y nowgh to trouble me from tyme to tyme, as 
well before Hys Grace as yewrs, so as he nother be yn 
reate and peace hym selfe, ne yett woll auffre the Kynges 
Hyghnesae, nor yowr Grace, ne yett me to be yn reste. 
And all thys he doth to none other intente, but only as 
muohe as yn hym lyeth, by suche untrewe gurmyses, to bryng 
me without just cause oute of the Kynges Graces favor and 
yowrs, which I have never deserved nor ever shall intende to 
deserve; and hys princypall study and drifte ys to cause the 
Kynges Hyghness to take thys mater as thowgh it shulde 
apperteyne to hys Grace, but I doubt not but that hys Grace, 
lyke a noble, wyse, and a just prynce, woll stande indifferent 
betwixte the sayde Busshoppe and me, the rather for the 
devocion and lovo that hys Grace and hys noble progenitowrs 
have borne to the holy Martyr Sancte Thomas of Cantrebury, 
thewhich hys progenitowrs, from the tyme of Kyng Henry the 
Secunde untyl this daye, have alwey favored and defended the 
sayde Churche of Sancte Thomas. And so my veray synguler 
trust ys, that hys Grace woll be as good and as favourable to the 
game as ever was any of hys noble progenitowrs. At Lamehethe, 
the xiiij. daye off Auguste (anno Domini 1513.)

Please yt yowr Grace io undrestond, that I, the xxvij. daye of 
this present moneth, receyved yowr meost honorable lettres, 
datyd at yowr Cytie of Tourney, the xxix. daye of Septembre 
last passed, wherin yowr Grace wrytith, that notwithstending 
yowr several lettres to me directed, and also the Quenys com- 
maundment yn yowr Graces behalve to be gyven that, I shulde 
obeye yowr Gracis commaurdment, made yn the mater of 
variaunce betwene the Bushoppe of Wynchester and his ad- 
herente and me, and to have certifyed yowr Grace by my lettres 
of my conformyte therin (as yowr Grace hath be informed) I 
have not so doon, &oc. 

Plese yt yowr Grace to call to yowr gracious remembraunce, 
how that to all suche lettres as yowr Highnesse hath directed to 
me for that mater I have at large made aunswers, yn suche 
maner and forme as I trust lawe, reason, and good conscience 
can requyre; and yn the same aunswers I have offerd my selfe 
(as I de new yn this) to obey al yowr Graces commaundments, 
my solempne othe made by me to my Churche saved, and the

for this aunswer ys thowght, as wel to my counsayle as to other 
wyse and wel lerned men, both ryght, resonable, and also withowt 
delayes, soasa more reasonable, a more perfecte, or playner answer 
(as they thynkyth) can not be by me, yn this behalfe, conveniently 
be made, except I shulde declare my selfe to be wilfully perjured ; 
yn to the which inconvenience the sayde Bushoppe wol be glad 
to brynge me yf he cowde; and yf I shulde be compelled to 
make aunswer until he wolde be contentid with myne aunswer, 
I thynke I shulde loge muche tyme yn vayne, for he wold be 
contentyd with none other aunswer but with suche as may be 
for his profecte, and for my hurte, and prejudice of my Churche.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the Crown, 
stating that the editions of the worksof our ancient historians were inconvenient 
and defective ; that many of their writings still remained in memuscript, and, in 
some cases, in a single copy only. They added, ‘‘thatan uniform and con- 
** venient edition of the whole, published under His Majesty's royal sanction, 
** would be an undertaking honourable to His Majesty's reign, and conducive to 
** the advancement of historical and constitutional knowledge; that the House 
** therefore humbly besought His Majesty, that He would be iously pleased 
** to give such directions as His Majesty, in His wisdom, might think fit, for 
the publication of a complete edition of the ancient historians of this realm, 
and assured His Majesty that whatever expense might be necessary for this 

se would be made good.” 

he Maater of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given to the 
resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty's Treasury in 
1857 & plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles &nd memorials of the 
United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. In selecting these works, it 
was considered right, in the first instance, to give preference to those of which 
the manuscripts were unique, or the materials of which would help to fill up 
blanks in English history for which no satisfactory and authentic information 
hitherto existed in any accessible form. One great object the Master ofthe Rolls 
had in view was to form a corpus historicum within reasonable limits, and which 
should be as complete as possible. Ina subject of so vast a range, it was im- 
portant that the historical student should be able to select such volumes as 
conformed with his own peculiar tastes and studies, and not be put to the expense 
of purchasing the whole collection ; an inconvenience inseparable from any other 
plan than that which has been in this instance adopted. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes have been published. 
They embrace the period from the earliest time of British history down to the 
end of the reign of Henry VII.

Capgrave was prior of Lynn, in Norfolk. and provincial of the order of the Friars Hermits of 
England shortly before the year 1404. His Chronicle extends from the creation of the world to 
the year 1417. As arecord of the language spoken in Norfolk (being written in English), it is of 
considerable value.

The author had access 
to the title-deeds of the house ; and Incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon 
kings, of great im ce as illustrating not only the history of the locality but that of the king- 
dom. The work is printed for the firat time.

Tuomas NxTTER, of WALDEN, Provincial of the Carmelite Order in England, 
and Confessor to King Henry the Fifth. Edited by the Rev. W. W. Suiaxer, 
M.A., Tutor and late Fellow of Wadbam College, Oxford. 1858. 


This work derives ite principal value from being the only contemporaneous account of the rise 
of the Lollaris. When written, the disputes of the schoolmen had been extended to the field of 
theology, and they appear both in the writings of Wycliff and in those of his adversaries.  Wycliff's 
little bundles of tares are not less metaphysical than theological, and the conflict between Nomina- 
lists and Realiste rages side by side with the conflict between the different interpreters of Scripture. 
The work gives a good idea of the controversies at the end of the 14th and the beginning of the 15th 


centuries. 


6. Tue Bors or TH» Cromicuis or Scortayp; or, A Metrical Version of the 


History of Hector Boece; by Wituiam Srewart. Vols. I., II., and II. 
Edited by W. B. Turwsut, Eeq., of Lincoln’s Inn, Barrister-at-Law, 1858. 


This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, written in the first half of the 16th 
century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends and ends with the death of James I. of 
Scotland, and the “evil ending of the traitors that slew him." Strict accuracy of statement is not 
to be looked for; but the stories of the colonisation of Spaia, Ireland, and Scotland are interesting 
if not true; and the chronicle reflects the manners, sentiments, and character of the age in which 
it was composed. The peculiarities of the Scottish dialect are well illustrated in this v . 
and the student of language will find ample materials for comparison with the English dialects of 
the same period, and with modern lowland Scotch. 


. JoHANKIS CAPGRAVB LIBER DE ILLUSTRIBUS Hewaicis. Edited by the Rev. F.C. 


Hixcestox, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 


This work is dedicated to Henry VI. of England, who appears to have been, in the author's 
estimation, the greatest of all the Henries. It is divided into t ree parts, each having a separate 
dedication. The first pert relates only to the history of the Empire, from the election of H I. 

the Fowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry VI. The second part is dev to 
English history, from the accession of Henry I. in 1100, to 1446, which was the twenty-fourth year 
of the reign of Henry VI. The third part contains the lives of illustrious men who have borne the 

name of Henry in various s of the world. Capsgrave was born in 1393, in the reign of Richard 
1I., and lived during the Wars of the Roses, for which period his work is of some value. 


8. Hisrogtia. Monastenn S. AvucUsTINI CANTUARIENSIS, by 'THoMAs or Erman. 


formerly Monk and Treasurer of that Foundation. Edited by CHARLES Harp-

This history extends from tle arrival of 8t. Augustine in Kent until 1191. Prefixed isa 
chronology as far as 1418, which shows in outline what was to have been the character of the work 
when completed.

Ev.oerum (HisTORIARUM SIVE 'TExPoRIS) : Chronicon ab Orbe condito usque ad 
Annum Domini 1366 ; a Monacho quodam Malmesbiriensi exaratum. Vols. 
I., II., and III. Edited by F. S. Harpon, Esq., B.A. 1858-1868. 


This ia a Latin Chronicle extending from the Creation to the latter of the reign of 
Edward III., and written by a monk of the Abbey of Malmesbury, in Wiltshire, about the year 
1867. A contizuation, carrying the history of England down to the year 14:3, was added in the 
former half of the fifteenth century by sn aut whose name is not known. The original 
Chronicle contains a history of the world eratis but more especially of England to the 
1366. The continuation extends the history down to the coronation of Henry V. The Fulogium 
itself is chiefly valuable as containing a history, by a contemporary, of the period between 1356 
and 1366. Among other interesting matter, the Chronicle contains a diary of the Poitiers 
campaign, evidently furnished by some person who accompanied the army of the Black Prince. 
The continuation of the Chronicle is also the work of & contemporary, and gives a very 
interesting scoount of the reigns of Ricbard 1I. end Henry IV.

The Liber Custumarum was compiled 
probably by various hands in the early part of the 14th century d the reign of Edward II.

It is written in 
the ancient Welsh language, begins with the abdication and death of Cuedwala at Rome, in the 
year 681, and continues the history down to the subjugation of Wales by Edward I., about the 
year 1288.

The * Repressor” be considered the earliest of theological disquisition ion of 
which our English prose literature can boast. The aut was born about the end of the four- 
teenth century, consecrated Bishop of Bt. Asaph in the year 1444, and translated to the see of 
Chichester in 1450. While Bishop of St. Asaph, he sealously defended his brother prelates from 
the attacks of those who censured the bishops for their neglect of duty. He maintained that it 
was no part of a hishop’s functions to appear in tho pulpit, and that Lis time ht be more profi- 
tably spent, and his dignity better maintained, in the performance of works of a higher character. 
Among those who thought differently were the Lollards, and against their general doctrines the 
“ Repressor” is directed. Pecock took up a position midway between that of the Roman Church 
and that of the modern Anglican Church; but his work is interesting chiefly because if gives a 
full account of the views of the Lollards and of the arguments by which they were supported, and 
becauso it assists us (o ascertain the state of feeling which ultimately led to the ormation. 
Apart from religious matters, the light thrown upon contemporaneous history is very small, but 
the * Repressor " has great value for the philologist, as it tells us what were the characteristics of 
the language in use among the cultivated Englishmen of the fifteenth century. 


20. ANNALES CAMBRLE. Edited by the Rev. Jouu WiLLIAMS AB ItHEL, M.A. 1860.

L, II., III., and IV Edited 
by J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King's College, 
London. Vols. V., VI, and VII. Edited by the Rev. James F. Drnoct, 
M.A., Rector of Barnburgh, Yorkshire. 1861-1877. 


These volumes contain tbe historical works of Gerald du Barry, who lived in the rei of 
Henry IL, Richard L., and John, and attempted to re-establish the independence of Wales by 
restoring the see of 8t, Davids to its ancient primacy. His works are of a very miscellancous 
nature, both in prose and verse, and are remarkable chiefly for the racy and original anecdotes 
which they contain relating to contemporaries. He is theonly Welsh writer of any importance 
who has contributed so much to the medieval literature of this country, or assumed, in conse- 
quence of his nationality, so free and independent a tone. His frequent travels in Italy, in 

in Ireland, and in Wales, gave him opportunities for observation which did not generally fall to 
the lot of medieval writers in tho twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and of these observations 
Giraldus has made due use. Only extracts from these treatises have been printed before and 
almost all of them are taken from unique manuscripts.

This important and unique survey of the greater portion of England* is the 
oldest and most valuable record in the national archives. It was commenced 
about the year 1084 and finished in 1086. Its compilation was determined 
upon at Gloucester by William the Conqueror, in council, in order that lie might 

eknow what was due to him, in the way of tax, from his subjects, and that each 
at the same time might know what he had to pay. It was compiled as much 
for their protection as for the benefit of thesovereign. The nobility and people 
had been grievously distressed at the time by the xing bringing over large num- 
bers of French and Bretons, and quartering them on his subjects, “ each 
* according to the measure of his land," for the purpose of resisting the invasion of 
Cnut, King of Denmark, which was apprehended. 'The Commissioners appointed 
to make the survey were to inquire the name of each place; who held it in the 
time of King Edward the Confessor; the present possessor; how many hides 
were in the manor ; how many ploughs were in the demesne; how many homagers ; 
how many villeins ; how many cottars ; how many serving men; how many free 
tenants; how many tenants in soccage ; how much wood, meadow, and pasture ; 
the number of mills and fish ponds ; what had been added or taken away from 
the place ; what was the gross value in the time of Edward the Confessor; the 
present value ; and how much each free man or soc-man had, and whether any 
advance could be made in the value. Thus could be ascertained who held the 
estate in the time of King Edward ; who then held it ; its valuc in the time of 
the late King; and its value as it stood at the formation of the survey. So 
minute was the survey, that the writer of the contemporary portion ofthe Saxon 
Chronicle records, with some asperity—'' So very narrowly he caused it to be 
** traced out, that there was not a single hide, nor one virgate of land, nor even, 
* it is shame to tell, though it seemed to him no shame to do, an ox, noracow, 
* nor a swine was left, that was not set down." 

Domesday Survey is in two parts or volumes, The first, in folio, contains the 
counties of Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Cambridge, Chester, and Lancaster, Corn- 
wall, Derby, Devon, Dorset, Gloucester, Hants, Hereford, Herts, Huntingdon, 
Kent, Leicester and Rutland, Lincoln, Middlesex, Northampton, Nottingham, 
Oxford, Salop, Somerset, Stafford, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, Wilts, Worcester, 
and York. e second volume, in quarto, contains the counties of Essex, 
Norfulk and Suffolk. 

Domesday Book was printed verbatim et literatim during the last century, in 
consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George III. in 1767. 
It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed early in 1788. 
In 1860, Her Majesty's Government, with tho concurrence of the Master ofthe 
Rolls, determined to apply the art of photozincography to the production of a 
fac-simile of Domesday Book, under the superintendence of Colonel Sir Henry 
James, R.E., Director-General of the Ordnance Survey, Southampton.
